Unofficially, Democrat Edward Rossi 


yesterday narrowed his margin of loss to 
incumbent Bloomingdale Township Super- 
visor Pat Savaiano from the original 13 
votes down to about five or six in a dis- 
covery canvass recount, which lasted 7H 
hours in the township hall. 


The April 1 vote showed Rossi with 1,830 


votes and Savaiano with 1,843 votes. 


Rossi filed for a discovery recount last 


week even though it cannot change the 
election results. He did it to find out if 
there was basis for further court action. 


The official canvass held April 2 didn't 


change the vote. 


EVERY ONE of the 3,737 votes was per- 


sonally recounted by the canvass board of 
Town Clerk Leonard Norberg, Assessor 
George Sun Jr. and Savaiano. No one else 
was allowed to touch the ballots. 


The Democrats were represented by 


Rep. William Redmond, D-Bensenville, of 
the 37th District and Rossi. Redmond is 
county Democratic central 
committee 


chairman. 


The Register reporter was the only 


member of the press allowed in the coun- 
ting room. Other reporters who were not 
there at the start, were kept out. 


ROSSI UNOFFICIALLY gained 
five 


votes in KeeneyviDe Precinct 4, one vote 
In Glendale Heights Precinct 17, one vote 
in Glendale Heights Precinct 23, one in 
Roselle Precinct 24 and possibly one in 
Carol Stream Precinct 26, according to the 
Register's figures. The total would be 
nine. 


The difference in the opioion of Sav- 


aiano, Rossi and Town Att. Jack Wag- 
horne occurred when one vote listed as 
unexceptable should have been counted. 


"A law suit, if we decide to file one to 


get the courts to recount the ballots, can 
be financed despite the apparent lack of 
Democratic funds," Rossi said. 


Savaiano said the recount gain of eight 


for Rossi is because "we bent over back- 
wards in allowing some ballots,' but ac- 
tually the vote may revert back to the 
original 13 or as high as 15 in my favor."

flooding particularly affects Wheeling and 
Buffalo Giove but also areas of adjacent 
communities in Cook and Lake counties 
This bill is sponsored by State Rep Eu- 
gene F Schlickman and David Regner 


The sponsor of at least one of these bills 


believes it is in trouble Senator Graham 
says his project affecting the Arlington 
Heights or East Branch of Salt Creek may 
die in committee 


Graham says the state division of water- 


ways wants a $500,000 project down- 
stream, in Rolling Meadows, placed under 
contract before his project is authorized 
The state has deferred the smaller project 
until the next fiscal year, because neces- 
sary right-of-way was not acquired in 
time Graham expects his bill will be 
amended in committee so only the Rolling 
Meadows portion is approved for the com- 
ing year 


If this happens, residents of Palatine, 


where major flooding occurs, will have to 
wait still another year for relief 


We think they have been waiting long 


enough Bills to relieve flooding of the Ar- 
lington Heigrts branch have been before 
the legislature for nearly a decade 


We believe each of these bills is justified 


and essential and recommend their pas- 
sage We especially urge the legislature to 
reapprove the delayed project while pass- 
ing Graham's bill intact so a concerted 
effort can be launched this year on the

The President under law must have 


studied by his staff and the Justice De- 
partment hundreds of so-called private re- 
lief bills passed each year by Congress, 
then he must decide whether to approve 
or disapprove With rare exception, these 
relief bills are of entirely parochial inter- 
est or ffect Sometimes they mvolv enoth- 
mg more than adding or subtracting a few 
acres from a national reservation 


Certainly, Congress would be doing it- 


self and the President an enormous favor 
to change this small part of the federal 
system, as well as relieving him and the 
White House staff of the congressional re-

mass society with an urban culture in the 
1970's 


That 1870 constitution was framed when 


the state was 80 per cent a rural ectmomy, 
when you finished the curriculum of the 
little red schoolhouse and were considered 
educated Most never did that 


The result was that the political bosses 


ruled state government and the welfare of 
their clients, growing transportation, in- 
dustrial and business interests were their 
chief concern Democratic society as we 
know it today was only a euphemism Af- 
fluence was limited 


Today all this has changed In a hun- 


dred years things have happened 


AS 1970 APPROACHES in Illinois the 


democratic society has broadened because 
of mass education and a highly developed 
industry and technology has brought a 
production of goods and services with ac- 
companying affluence for the majority, in- 
conceivable a hundred years ago 


In the light of all that has happened 


these last 100 years, state government in 
Illinois must be made adaptable to ar, ur- 
ban world of 1970 This is the duection to 
which the Ogilvie program points The 
mistakes and mequitites of yesterday 
must be heft behind 


New and expanding needs for all citi 


zens particularly education, health and 
welfare along with transportation, needs 
of the cities and the problems of local gov- 
ernment call for new thinking about how 
state government should function 


And emphatically, the rising costs to 


provide for these expanded services de- 
mand a new look in revenue-raising and a 
more equitable distribution of these costs 
amongst the taxpayers 


All this is new It is decidedly diffenent

hicle license fees and impose excise taxes 
on tires, batteries and anti-freeze.

er Ogilvie has the nerve to recommend 
tax increases on highway users while 
shock waves from his proposed income 
tax still reverberate. Or whether the gov- 
ernor can come up with a solution to im- 
prove highways without any highway user 
taxes.

WHILE THE HIGHWAY commission 


recommendations grant municipalities the 
"home rule" they have always advocated, 
the "home rule" in the form of increased 
expenditures has not proven palatable to 
some hard-hit communities.

we do not want to block the bills because 
of their beneficial aspects," Atcher said of 
his letter. "But we hope the reclassifica- 
tion program can be altered somewhat on 
roads being given municipalities with 
hardship cases." 


THE 
HIGHWAY 
Study 
Commission, 


chaired by Rep. W. Robert Blair, R-Park 
Forest, has been working three years on 
its completed 
reclassification 
program. 


The commission has been in close contact 
with the Illinois Division of Highways, 
which brings 
up another question — 


whether Ogilvie can radically divert from 
the commission groundwork. 


Mayors and managers in the Northwest 


Municipal Conference have been boning 
up on the Highway Study Commission pro- 
posal since it was dropped like a bomb on 
them Dec. 18. According to the commis- 
sion proposal, state, county, township and 
municipal roadways would be reclassified, 
and responsibility for improvements and 
maintenance be reassigned. 


The state Division of Highways would 


retain roads meant for long-distance trav- 
el, Cook County would be given major 
thoroughfares, and townships and munici- 
palities would have arterials and local 
roadways. 


SOME LOCAL officials have argued that 


the commission proposal puts the burden 
of maintaining the state's most heavily 
traveled roads on area communities. Oth- 
ers argue that local control guarantees 
improvements and maintenance. 


Even doubling the motor fuel tax re- 


turns would not improve or maintain these 
roads as growth far outpaces tax returns, 


it is argued. 


At a inarch 21 meeting of the confer- 


ence, Blair told local mayors a total $26.3 
billion is needed in the next 20 years to 
adequately serve the state's traffic habits. 


One-half, or 59,000 miles, of the state's 


highways need improving, Blair said. By 
imposing additional taxes, the amount of 
motor fuel taxes returned on a per capita 
basis could be doubled the legislator said. 


MOTOR FUEL taxes now amount to 


$8.31 per person and would jump to $16.04 
per person under the reclassification pro- 
posal. In addition, municipalities inher- 
iting roads would receive an extra $2,500 


per mile of road for the next five years. 


Blair said he would not push for passage 


of highway reclassification unless ade- 
quate revenue measures were adopted to 
finance the plan. One bill would authorize 
non-referendum bonds that could be paid 
off through motor fuel taxes. 


The commission's revenue proposal is: 


a 2.5 cent increase on the gasoline tax; a 
35 cent increase on diesel fuel tax; a $20 
license fee for vehicles of 35 horsepower 
or less; a $30 license fee for vehicles over 
35 horsepower; a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on tires; a $1 tax on batteries, and 
a 10-cent per quart tax on anti-freeze.

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2 Candidates Battle for Village President 
Steging — Orderly Growth 


Fred L. Steging has been around Ben- 


senville for 44 years. At 55 years of age, 
he knows the town better than most of its 
more than 12.(KX) residents. 


He can recall the days when Bensenville 


was a German community with a popu- 
lation of luss than 500, when there were no 
jut planes but only farms and a few cars. 


Sieging who is in business for himself 


with a supply firm, is a graduate of a 
sales and business college. He first be- 
came active in governmental affairs about 
17 years ago when he was appointed to the 
zoning board of appeals. 


He later served two years as a trustee 


on the village board before becoming vil- 
lage president when Richard Thomas, 
then village president, died four years 
ago 


Another four years in office is what 


Steging wants from voters on Tuesday. 


"I don't know what there is about the 


job," said Steging. "Sometimes it be- 
comes so much a part of your life your 
own business suffers," he said. 


"I (il'USS IT'S a desire to see the village 


progress the way you feel it should — not 
that somebody else can't do a good job." 


Steging said the last six years have seen 


the greatest growth in the history of the 
village 


Several streets including Irving Park 


Road have been improved and widaned, 
he said. Another 650 acres of industrial 
and residential lands have been annexed, 
additional sewers have been constructed, 
and an industrial park is about half com 
plete He added that a new village hall 
and garage have been built 


Plans are presently under way for a $30 


million apartment complex south of town. 
It is the village's first real planned devel- 
opment, he said. 


On Tuesday construction of the first 


road in the Milwaukee Road Industrial 
Park north of town is scheduled to begin, 
Steging said 


STEGING AND THE Civic Party are 


standing on their record of orderly growth 


and tight control of spending. 


He acknowledges the board may have 


been a little slow in getting the industrial 
parks going but, "We should be choosy in 
getting developers. 


"We've been a little slower but we're 


smaller," he asserts. 


Besides, he said, the developers are 


paying for all improvements 
including 


streets, sewers, lighting, a new water well 
and sewage treatment plant. 


Building is on the increase, Steging said, 


supplying statistics to prove it. He said 
building permits for 1968 totaled $3,358,733, 
an increase of 74 per cent over 1967. Much 
of the construction took place in the Kiefs- 
tad Industrial Park. 


Steging's term has seen changes in the 


village, some of which were the result of 
outside forces. 


FOUR YEARS AGO jet noise was no 


problem to Bensenville residents. Also, 
there was no threat of Chicago seeking the 
northeast side of town for a retention ba- 
sin for O'Hare Airport. 


Steging said he has faced the jet noise 


problem by supporting legislation in Con- 
gress giving the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration (FAA) authority to set noise 
standards for new aircraft. He said he is 
also supporting legislation which would re- 
quire a public hearing when an airport 
wanted to change or add a runway. 


There are two ways to look at the air- 


port, he said. It has increased property 
values, but has created problems. 


regarding the 2W>-acre retention basin 


and recfeation project Chicago has pro- 
posed, Steging said: 


"I don't feel we need it." He added that 


it would be more of a benefit to Cook 
County rather than DuPage County. 


He said the village needs the retention 


basin in the southeast section near east 
George Street rather than the one pro- 
posed by Chicago.

declared the motion passed. 


The result was that Bisner Road be- 


tween Biesterfield and Bristol will be wid- 
ened from 20 to 28 feet, at a cost of $15,- 
000, with work to be done by Centex. The 
village pledged $5,000 of the cost and ac- 
cepted Centex's word that it would be re- 
sponsible for the remaining money in- 
volved.

Now Are 
Hot Stuff

The swinging sign outside the shop may 


read "Antiques" or it may coyly say 
"Junque." 


The contents of the store, the discards 


of yesterday's living, will fall somewhere 
between these two classifications. 
But 


whatever it really is. someone in the 
Northwest suburbs wants it. 


The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whether in earnest or in fun. is 
the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls." but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined bv 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected bv 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 
Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doing," one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. "They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of t 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in I 


antiques. One man's antique is another] 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex-' 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 3fl 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started

of discussion, Gibson seconded. With that, 
presidential candidate Keith made note of 
responsibilities allegedly not carried out. 


"I HAVE BEEN accused of not partici- 


pating or performing, or offering any sug- 
gestions," he opened, specifically men- 
tioning charges from incumbent Pres. 
Jack Pahl that Keith failed to carry out 


such assignments as a communications 
study and reduction of speed limits on Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


Saying that it was decided on Aug. 6, 


1968 to let the village administration 
handle the speed limit problem because 
they were already working on it, Keith 
pointed to water, and sewer, and subdivi- 
sion control ordinances that have been un- 
resolved since 1966. 


"The study into a president's commis- 


sion on law enforcement was assigned in 
1967," Keith said, recalling that it was 
only now being finished up.

ANTIQUE FURNITURE .is 
chancey 


stuff, and novices are advised to deal with 
a reputable dealer who has been at the 
same location for some time. Even then, 
it is sometimes better to take your hand 
off your check book and think about it for 
a few days. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 


the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's. There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1,- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antique's today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those." 


IT HOLDS CANES, hats, coats and an 
occasional smile in the mirror as shop- 
pers walk by. A growing horde of 
shoppers seek antiques such as this 
and find them in the oddest places.

PROBABLY THE GREATEST draws to 


the affair were the participants in the hot 
race for the mayor's gavel, and all three 
on the top of the ballot gave sterling pre- 
sentations of opinion, ideas, wit, and rip- 
ping sarcasm. 


Incumbent Jack Pahl politely reviewed 


his record and his platform, after being 
subjected to brutal verbal attack by oppo- 
nents Robert Fleming and Eugene Keith. 
But the strain of it all showed for a mo- 
ment, when Pahl angered and made it 
clear in gesture and decibel that $10 mil- 
lion worth of state and county road con- 
tracts in the village was ''my accom- 
plishment." 


Until now, Fleming has been waging a 


soft-sell campaign on fiscal responsibility, 
but Wednesday night he dumped dimes 
ruined by inflation on the floor and savag- 
ely devoted his time to the state of the 
village under the leadership of Jack Pahl. 


EUGENE KEITH, WHO has been oper- 


ating on the general basis of "Pahl, no, 
Keith, yes," didn't waste any time in 
working over Pahl on the question of in- 
tegrity, involving action at a village board 
meeting the night before. 


But Fleming was a tough act to follow, 


and Keith made the best of his otherwise 
stock attack on the village president. 


Pahl quietly noted the "strange silence" 


on the part of Keith and Fleming on plat- 
forms, and concluded that the pair "plan 
to only attend village board meetings." 


That established, he noted that village 


board sessions comprise only 5 per cent of 
the chief executive's responsibilities to his 
constituency, reviewing his past record as 
president and outlining his platform. 


DURING THE COURSE of the evening, 


Keith taught trustee candidate Alvin Kras- 
now a few things about Elk Grove politics, 
taking the first-time hopeful to task on 
comments by Krasnow that "Keith is 
making a mockery of government." 


Invective flowed freely, summed up in 


the comment that Krasnow "must be car- 
rying a pail for someone else. Someone 
must be filling his little ear." 


Krasnow didn't appear too pleased, but 


he wasn't the only one who got a welcome 
to politics, Elk Grove Village-style. 


It was incumbent Trustee Charles Zet- 


tek who said that in the four campaigns 
he's been in, this was the first where a 
candidate "became upset when I called 
him the opposition." Zettek was talking 
about Tom Ullmann. "He ought to be 
around when Gene Keith and I are talking 
to each other," making it clear that Ull- 
mann wasn't getting the heat that oppo- 
nents got in past campaigns.

tional tax rate ceiling from the $1.38 rate 
now levied. 


—A 12'2 cent increase in the building 


maintenance tax rate ceiling, now set at 
25 cents. 


Citizens Committee members recom- 


mended that voters okay extra taxing au- 
thority for Dist. 214 after reviewing budg- 
et projections that show the high school 
district will be operating "in the red" in 
1970-71 if it doesn't get more money.

Aronson, a resident of 2818 Schoenbeck,

Aronson was a shoo-in three years ago 


when he ran for re-elecHon as the only 
candidate from unincorporated territory. 


State law requires that one of the high 


school board members represent the area 
outside the municipalities. 


This time two other candidates have 


filed from unincorporated subdivisions in 
DiM 214 They are Ray Inman of Pros- 
pect Heights, also seeking a three-year 
term, and Don McGlothlin of unincorpo- 
rated Wheeling, one of three candidates 
for a one-year term 


If -ichool board candidates from the mu- 


nicipalities all draw higher vote totals 
than the three from the unincorporated 
areas, the lowest-totalling man from a 
municipality will be nudged out by the 
highest-polling candidate from unincorpo- 
rated areas 


Aronson cites his experienced judgment 


as his greatest aaset as a school board 
member 


' I try to be tolerant in dealing with 


those whose opinions oppose mine," Aron- 
son told The Herald "I believe I am ca- 
pable of withstanding pressure from with- 
out m supporting a policy that has been 
adopted after thorough consideration." 


A man with the habit of arguing both 


sides of a question during a board dis- 


cussion, Aronson has often been charged 
with "fence-sitting." The charge has 
sometimes been merited, sometimes not. 


He and Prank J. Smith, recently resign- 


ed board member, drew fire during the 
school board campaign three years ago 
from anti-federal aid critics. 


Aronson may have been remembering 


that bitter campaign in asserting, "I be- 
lieve in the democratic process and have 
subordinated personal opinions to the will 
of the majority. I think I have faced criti- 
cism without flinching even if I thought it 
unjust." 


Aronson says he is not "biased toward 


or against any particular kind of educa- 
tion" and is willing to consider change 
"for the sake of studied experimentation." 


He told a Herald interviewer that he can 


make no judgment yet regarding the 
feasibility 
of operating 
the Dist. 214 


schools year-round — a step urged by 
some Citizens Committee members — be- 
cause he doesn't have enough information. 


He* sees public acceptance as the major 


roadblock to a radical change in the 
school-year schedule. 


He suggested that it might be possible 


for one of the district's six high schools — 
Arlington, Prospect, Forest View, Wheel- 
ing, Elk Grove or Hersey — to volunteer 
to try year-round school operations on an 
experimental basis. 


Characteristically, he told an inter- 


viewer, "It may be that the year-round 
school question should be decided before 
we start any additional building pro- 
grams," and then added, "Possibly the 
people in the district are not ready for it."

Aronson, who should know, estimates a 


school board member must put in "a good 
20 hours a week" at meetings or doing 
background reading. 


Aronson says he believes Dist. 214 


should offer "more competitive salaries" 
while acknowledging that "our good teach- 
ers are not getting paid enough and some 
are being paid too much." 


He says he proposed consideration of a 


switch to a merit pay plan when he first 
joined the Dist. 214 school board, and was 
"shocked" at the opposition from "what I 
thought were our better teachers." 


Aronson believes the 33Vfe cent taxing 


authority Dist. 214 will ask voters to au- 
thorize this Saturday is essential and "jus- 
tified." 


He points to the high school district's 


record of taking five years to use the last 
21 cent tax increase authorized by voters 
as a clear indication that "we haven't just 
thrown money around." 


Saturday's referendum will be three- 


pronged, asking voters to approve: 


l) sale of $8.7 million to construct the 


district's seventh,high school in Rolling 


Meadows: 


2) a 21 cent increase in the educational 


tax rate ceiling, and:

Aronson said be had misgivings about 


offering the three questions as a package 
but believes all three questions need to be 
approved.

"I just don't have enough information at 


this time to take a position," he said. 


He takes the same stand-off position to- 


ward the possibility of Dist. 214 schools 
adopting an extended school year or ex- 
tended school day calendar. 


"I did learn enough, through the Citi- 


zens Committee, to firmly believe that the 
board should definitely 
take whatever 


steps necessary to investigate the ques- 
tions thoroughly with little or no regard to 
cost," McMinn declared. "Getting 
the 


right information is the important thing." 


HK SAID HE WOULD be hesitant about 


making a radical school-year change "if 
there is no savings in dollars and cents. I 
think it will be difficult to sell to parents " 


He added, "I think definitely this is the 


type of the thing we have to approach in 
the future — at some time. The Citizens 
Committee should be commended for go- 
ing into this." 


McMinn, a resident of 2505 Sigwalt 


Street, Rolling Meadows, for 10 years, 
has a son who is a senior at Forest View. 


Asked why he is running, he com- 


mented, 
"It's 
not because the board 


has done a bad job up to now. As a matter 
of fact, I think they have done a good job. 


"It's not because they have squandered 


our tax money. They have done a mar- 
velous job in stretching the dollar in a 
state that ranks 44th in its aid to local 
school districts.

Another Banner Campaign Ahead in Track 


Maybe you missed it. but an Illinois 


high school athlete recently cleared 6-9 in 
the high jump 


It wnsn't difficult to miss the story be- 


cause there wasn't that much fanfare 
attached t<> the accomplishment. 


Buried mid-way in the meet account 


was the casual reference that a youngster 
named Gaylon Sweet of tiny Octavia High 
School had cleared 6-9 in a Central Illinois 
indoor attraction 


It struck us then, as it does now as we 


take a look at the upcoming schoolboy 
track season in Illinois, that our fraternity 
of sportswriters obviously is becoming a 
little blase about these outstanding marks 
for the simple reason that nothing is too 
shocking anymore. 


Thrrr was • time when a 6-9 effort In 


thr high Jump at this early stage of the 
season would have bren worthy of na- 
tionwide attention. But what's (1-9 for a 
ynungMer their days? Some are going 
over seven feet. 
Better equipment, improved techniques, 


and much more intensive training meth- 
ods have helped breach the so-called "im- 
pus-Mble" barriers in track and field, and 
the continuing assault really is just begin- 
ning 


Nowhere, perhaps, has the assault on 


the record l>ook hee.n more marked than 
by prep athletes. There can be no question 
that the coaching has improved tremen- 
dously, that coaches have learned much — 
through movies, international competition, 
etc. — about the events they coach.

Recent Illinois state meets have clearly 


illustrated that feet are flying over the 
tracks faster, that the weights are being 
flipped farther and high school stars are 
jumping better than ever before. 


The distance moved In the past 19 


years by the preps Is almost unbeliev- 
able. Every standard qualifying time set 
by the Illinois High School Association 
has been lowered since 
1958, 
some 


drastically, and most of the big changes 
have come In the middle and long dis- 
tances. 
The state qualifying time for the mile 


relay in 1958 was 3:35. For the districts 
this May you have to run 3:29, a drop of 
six seconds. 


Just as dramatic as the dro( in the re- 


lay is the mile. Ten years ago, it was 4:40, 
now that standard is 4:30 and that will 
undoubtedly dip a little lower after the 
1969 finals. 


The 880 yard run has also gone through 


some face-lifting as well. The barrier has 
been shaved from 2:30 to 1:59. 


The field events have also been on an 


upward swing with the shot put going 
from 49 to S3 feet, the discus from 140 to 
130, the long Jump from 21-0 to 21-9, the 
pole vault with the help of the fiberglass 
pole from 11-8 to 12-8. and the high jump 
from 5-8 to 6-1. 
Naturally, the dashes haven't been 


chopped with such dramatic changes but' 
you can still see two-tenths of a second 
taken off the 100. Surprisingly, only one- 
tenth of a second is the difference in the 
half-mile relay.

several years, but from what we hear we 
are definitely questioning the vab'dity of 
these special assessments," Rubin said. 


BECAUSE THE LAND is in receiv- 


ership, Rubin indicated the possibility of 
tha federal government becoming involved 
if the matter goes to litigation. 


The Herald also learned yesterday that 


a ruling on the Hoffman Estates petition 
asking expungement of a more than $1 
million fraud suit instituted by the Team- 
sters Pension Fund ha.s been postponed to 
April 29 by Circuit Court Judge Helen 
McGillicuddy. 


A hearing scheduled for 2 p m yester- 


day was continued on the court's own mo- 
tion to April 29. Russell J Topper, special 
counsel for the village, said. 


Topper, who represents Hoffman 
Es- 


tates in this action since Village Atty Pe- 
ter G. Schultz is one of a number of firms 
and individuals named in the petition, in- 
terprets the delay as an indication that 
Judge McGillicuddy will render "nothing 
but a quality decision." 


He said that although he has received

IT HAS BEEN approved by the zoning 


board of appeals. The adult community 
will have a density of 29 units per acre, 
highest ever approved in Schaumburg. Be- 
fore recommending approval, the zoning 
board stipulated that it must be an adult 
community. 


Tuesday, Levison asked that the ordi- 


nance give the developers more than five 
years to complete the project. Testimony 
given at the zoning hearing indicated it 
would be finished in three to four years. 
Levison said tight money or other market- 
ing factors could delay construction. 


"If you run into a problem in five years,

An ordinance putting drive-in restau-

recommendation of the zoning board of 
appeals to take the drive-ins out of the B-2 
zoning classification. 


In February, the village had six appli-

"This does not outlaw drive-ins by any

During the coming year, the township 


library intends to reduce its warrant debt 
from $72,000 to $55,000, and the mortgage 
will be decreased from $21,860 to $18,000. 


According to Madden, the Schaumburg 


Township Library could qualify for federal 
assistance up to one fourth of the total 
cost in building an addition. However, any 
library obtaining federal aid in a building 
program must prove that its planning is 
based on a community's needs for a 20- 
year period. 


Consequently, expansion plans would 


have to take into consideration the proj- 
ected population of the township in 20 
years. The library has been operating on 
a tax levy of $1.20 for every $1,000 in as- 
sessed valuation. 


INVOLVED IN THE plans for the li- 


brary addition are four critical factors: 
continued financial assistance from the 
township, accumulated funds, mortgaging, 
and wise budgeting of operating funds. 
The library budget for the coming year 
totals $171,600. 


At present the township library has al- 


most 30,000 volumes, while maximum 
shelving space only provides for 33,000 
books. At any given time, however, about 
25 per cent of the library's collection is in 
circulation. 


Recommended standards of the Ameri- 


can Library Association include 2% books 
per person in the area being served, one- 
half square foot of library space per per- 
son, and $10 per person being spent in the 
library budget. 


It is anticipated that the township will 


have a population of at least 60,000 per- 
sons by 1975. Projections are based on the 
money received from the library tax levy. 


At present, there are no plans for re- 


q u e s t i n g additional taxing authority 
through a bond referendum. 
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Stoplights will be installed at the inter- 


section of Higgins and Golf Roads in 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates some- 
time in 1970. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Conroy 


told trustees Tuesday that the state de- 
partment of highways informed him of the 
signalization for the intersection that now 
has four-way stopsigns. 


The state will pay for the installation, 


but the two villages will be charged a por- 
tion of the electricity to operate the stop- 
lights, Conroy said. 


The Cook County Department of High- 


ways also conducted a survey for signali- 
zation of Roselle and Schaumburg Roads 
intersection at the request of the village.

jor developments proposed in the district. 


HE HAD PRAISE for the commercial 


and industrial development in Schaum- 
burg Township, particularly in the Village 
of Schaumburg, and said the tax base the 
industrial development is creating will 
eventually solve the district's financial 
problems. 


"But our financial picture is not really 


as bleak as some people say. We have not 
had to go on double sessions, we have no 
mobile classrooms and we do have good 
programs." 


He said some belt-tightening might be 


necessary, but any programs or activities 
eliminated would be those with only minor 
participation. 


Humphrey said the district has accepted 


nearly all the federal funds 
available 


which benefit the district and do not re- 
strict it. 


"We don't care to have Washington tell 


us what kind of textbooks we have to use. 
We feel we're better equipped to decide. 
But we have used federal funds for equip- 
ment and a number of programs." 


He is in favor of more cooperation with 


other local governing bodies, such as park 
districts, and said Dist. 211 has a very 
good relationship with the Palatine Park 
District. 


"WE HAVE TO BE somewhat careful 


with the use of our facilities," he said. 
"We'd like to make them readily available 
to everyone, but there are insurance prob- 
lems with athletic events, and if thpy're 
made available free to religious groups, 
there's always a complaint about taxpayer 
funds being used for one religion arid not 
others." 


Humphrey is a self-employed attorney 


and lives in Palatine. He has lived in the 
area for 10 years and is a former vice 
president of the Reseda Homeowners As- 
sociation. He was elected to a one-year 
term on the board in 1963 and was elected 
to a three-year term in 1964. 


In 1967, he was defeated in a bid for 


reelection, but was appointed back to the 
board when a vacancy was created later 
that year. He was elected to a one-year 
term last April.

We should use 
those that fit into the curriculum and the 
district. I don't want to see Washington 
controlling the curriculum." 


Mrs. Mullins said she could find no fault 


with the federally funded programs cur- 
rently in use in Dist. 211. 


She said she is in favor of the recent 


proposal to include park district swim- 
ming pools at the high schools, but added 
she didn't know if it was feasible. 


Cooperation with park districts and oth- 


er community organizations should in- 
clude possible lowering of rental costs for 
the schools and facilities. "The Conant 
boosters are charged $100 to rent the gym. 
This seems high. As a school board mem- 
ber, I would look into the fees." 


Mrs. Mullins is the wife of Schaumburg 


Trustee Gordon Mullins. She has lived in 
the district for six years and has served 
on numerous civic and church organiza- 
tions in Schaumburg.

the job at this time," Howard "Jack" 
Noble, candidate for village president on 
the Hoffman Estates Party (HBP) 
ticket,

with The Herald, Noble, now serving his 
second term as trustee, said the village 
could look forward to more citizen partici- 
pation in government under his guidance 
during the next four years. 


Describing himself as "a different can- 


didate than in past years," Noble said he 


had recommended citizen involvement to 
Pres. Roy L. Jenkins two or three years 
ago. 


On zoning, Noble explained that he was 


a supporter of planned unit development 
zoning which he called "the coming thing" 
in all towns. "I am excited about planned 
unit developments and see many amen- 
ities for people living in them; there will 
also be a broadening of the tax base 
through these one and two-bedroom apart- 
ments," he said. 


HE FEELS, however, that "this is about 


it" for apartment zoning in the village and

"They (the Forest 
Preserve District) are subject to pressur- 
es by the village and park district," he 
commented. 


HE FAVORS hiring a village manager, 


to be selected through a committee of "six 
or eight interested people in the village 
who are experienced in personnel work." 
Their job in serving on a blue-ribbon com- 
mittee would be "to scour the country us- 
ing various techniques" to attract quali- 
fied candidates. 


With regard to plans for a new village 


hall, Noble does not think the electorate 
would be sympathetic to a referendum for 
the new building. He prefers to attack the 
project in stages, first to buy land and put 
up a public works building. When the first 
phase is completed and paid for, office 
space would be added, and still later a 
new police wing would be put on the struc- 
ture. 


Noble said that $50,000 has been set 


aside in this year's budget "to either buy 
land or buy land and get started on a 
building." 


He also feels that a teen center should 


"be done by the kids themselves" with 
moral support from the village board. 


QUESTIONED about a plank in his plat- 


form calling for a civil service program 
for village employes, Noble admitted he 
really had no thoughts about this, but was 
happy with the present merit arrange- 
ment. "Actually, I think this was one of 
our public relations planks." 


He also opposes the idea of national par- 


ty control, which he feels is obviated in 
presentation of a GOP slate for the vil- 
lage. "Many people think that the old Vil- 
lage Party is the cohesive force behind 
the HEP but this is just not so." 


He also said present membership in the 


village administration is not an assist in 
this campaign. "It is easier for the 'outs' 
to campaign rather than the incumbents," 
he said. 


NOBLE THINKS that his village lead- 


ership will be "more gregarious" than 
seen in the past, and noted that "many 
look on the village board as an arrogant 
group who make decisions in the back 
room." 


He supports cooperation between Hoff- 


man Estates and Schaumburg, particular- 
ly in the area of sewer and water service, 
but said "we have never been able to sit 
down and come to an agreement on this." 


He also supports creation of a com- 


mittee to study possibility of merger be- 
tween the two closely-related 
commu- 


nities, "but I think the board in Hoffman 
Estates would be more for this than in 
Schaumburg — based just on a feeling I 
have." 


He also does not see eventual dis- 


connection of Schaumburg from Dist. 54, 
primarily because of 1,200 acres of Elk 
Grove which lie within Schaumburg Town- 
ship and are zoned under the village's or- 
dinance calling for 6,500-square-foot lots. 


"IF THIS land is developed according to 


the Elk Grove master plan, this would 
mean about 9,000 homes and a minimum of 
20 schools. It would be far more serious

Hoffman Estates tax base would be a real 
necessity." 


Although Noble frankly dodged the issue 


on an open occupancy ordinance in Hoff- 
man Estates, he asked that comments be 
withheld until after the election. He is 
known as a personal opponent of open 
housing legislation, though he has ex- 
pressed fear that failure to pass such an 
ordinance might have dire consequences. 


Basically, he is known to feel that such 


legislation cannot be fairly administered 
on the local level and that, also, there has 
been no proven need in the village. He 
does not feel, however, that Realtors 
should be freed from the responsibility of 
making their listings available to anyone. 


REGARDING the number of lawsuits 


the village has become entangled in, "we 
have always had litigation from the in- 
ception of the village" Noble said. He ex- 
plained that on several occasions "we 
have gone to the Supreme Court to test 
the law on annexation." 


He also feels that if the Teamsters Pen- 


sion Fund is permitted to enter into litiga- 
tion with the village on fraud charges in 
connection with special assessments for 
sewer and water, development of Howie- 
in-the Hills will be just delayed. "This is a 
most desirable area and should be devel- 
oped." 


Noble said he felt "it did not serve any 


good purpose for Roy Jenkins to try to 
stop the Forest Preserve District from ac- 
quiring the land zoned for an adult com- 
munity planned by Rossmoor Leisure 
World "several years ago." 


"I WAS NOT in sympathy with this suit 


at all," Noble said. 


He thinks that if the village is able to 


secure a village manager swiftly, public 
relations duties can be handled by this 
person rather than an employe paid spe- 
cifically for this purpose. "It all depends 
on the bent of the village manager. If the 
one eventually selected cannot do this, 
then we will have to have someone like 
John Rowan," Noble said. 


Rowan has been paid by the village to 


prepare press releases and developed a 
community progress brochure before re- 
signing his post to do campaign promotion 
for Noble.

Morrissey said he plans to use "per- 
.suasion" to convince developers, who cur- 
rently have zoning for multiple family 
dwellings, not to proceed with their plans 
so the land involved may eventually be 
rnconed for highest and best use 


"I BR1.IRVF, AI.SO we must revise 
con- 


struction standards upward, since it is 
just not rcnnonm'.illy feasible to permit 
second-rate developers to go ahead," the 
candidate ;i firmer justice of the peace 
and magistrate of the Cook t'ounty Circuit 
Court, said 


He feels there should be industrial de- 


velopment in the village but questions 
"where to go. ' since there us no land 
available for industry within Dist. 54. "An- 
nexing land outside of the elementary 


school district will certainly not help the 
tax base," he said 


"Any 
balanced community needs some 


apartments, but this village has gone 
overboard," Morrissey believes. He favors 
using "tools of the local government" to 
try to discourage developers from carry- 
ing out their plans in order to swing away 
from this type of construction. 


"Arterial roads, as they presently are. 


cannot handle the increasing congestion 
caused by all of these units and schools 
and other facilities. They will be badly 
burdened," he said. 


ALTHOUGH HE served as slate chair- 


man for the coalition movement, which 
later became 
Hoffman 
Estates 
Party 


(HKP>. Morrissey is frank in saying he 
wanted a slate that would not reflect the 
current administration. 


When he was outvoted by a majority of 


that committee, 
and 
Howard "Jack" 


Noble, a trustee, was slated for the top 
spot. Morrissey formed HIP and became 
their presidential candidate. 


He explained that two of his running 


mates, John P. McGImn and Michael Red- 
mond were also asked to run on the HEP 
ticket and refused because of similar rea- 
soning 


Morrissey feels the village's master 


plan, in preparation for a number of years 
and still to be adopted by the village 
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board, came "afler the fact." 


"We have de facto zoning almost 


throughout Hoffman Estates," he said, 
"and all they (the board) have done is 
adapt this plan to what has already gone 
on. ' 


IF ELECTED, however, Morrissey feels 


he would like to try to salvage as much as 
possible of the plan, but said, that if, after 
careful examination, too much of it is 
found to be nothing but reflection "we 
might just as well put it in a drawer and 
begin an enlightened study." 


On the question of a new village hall, 


Morrissey admits "the need is apparent" 
but questions whether the village can af- 
ford this project at present 


"I would hesitate to go to the people 


with another bond issue They have been 
plagued by this sort of thing in the past 
few years." 


Rather, he plans a complete review of 


the fiscal picture before making any deci- 
sion and says "we will probably have to 
make do with the present building until 
the chance for a new one becomes eco- 
nomically feasible." 


MORRISSEY IS deeply interested in im- 


proving cooperation between the village 
and all other taxing bodies. "The village 
should never make a zoning decision with- 
out thorough consultation with all school 
boards involved," he believes. 


He definitely 
favors cooperation 
in- 


volving people, and would like to see a 
Joint committee of all taxing bodies in 
Schaumburg Township meet monthly to 
discuss mutual problems. 


In the case of possible disannexation 


from 
Dist. 
54 proposed 
by 
several 


Schaumburg residents, Morrissey consid- 
ers the "agitation superficial but. never- 
theless, something we can't afford to take 
lightly." 


Once again, he favors using "persuasive 


methods to discourage the move, "but, if 
this approach fails, then Hoffman Estates 
should take an active role in the opposi- 
tion by appearing before county officials. 


"As soon is the new administration gets 


its feet on the ground and knows the fi- 
nancial situation, a village manager must 
be hired," Morrissey emphasized. He ex- 
plained that he would plan to use "organi- 
zations of national scope to act as contact 
for such people." 


On the highly controversial question of 


an open occupancy ordinance, Morrissey 
said he feels the question reflects a prob- 
lem "broader in scope than village gov- 
ernment." 


With a state law not yet in effect, the 


HIP candidate is hesitant to think the vil- 
lage should pass an open housing ordi- 
nance. 


He pointed out that the question is not 


peculiar to Hoffman Estates and sug- 
gested that the subject lends itself to con- 
sideration over a wider area. 


"I SEE THIS AS a question for the 


state. If the state passes a law which is 
then enforced by local villages, this should 
be sufficient," he continued. 


He noted, however, that he is not closing 


his mind to local legislation "because if 
all villages feel uniform ordinances should 
be enacted, then maybe we'll have to take 


another look at the situation." 


On the subject of national party politics, 


Morrissey said, "I am running for village 
president as John Morrissey, citizen of 
Hoffman Estates — nothing else." 


He said he had not discussed either end- 


orsement or support with the Schaumburg 
Township Democratic Organization. He 
added, "I would certainly like the end- 
orsement of any civic minded organiza- 
tion " 


HE DOES NOT envision being one of 


few Democratic village presidents in the 
Northwest suburban area as a hindrance. 
"It could be an advantage with the Demo- 
cratic control of the county board," he 
commented. 


He feels a teen center is one of many 


planks proposed by his opponent Noble 
that will never achieve fruition. 


"I am in favor of a teen center, but I 


think cooperation of the village must be 
had in trying to raise funds," he contin- 
ued. 


As an attorney, Morrissey expressed 


disappointment over the number of law- 
suits involving the village in the last sev- 
eral years. 


"A lawyer, any lawyer, should try to 


avoid litigation . . . it takes two to make a 
suit. Lack of communication and the num- 
ber of suits indicate an administrative 
breakdown," he believes. 


HE IS OPTIMISTIC that an eventual 


m e r g e r with Schaumburg may be 
achieved, although he admits concern 
over whether this is "politically feasible." 


"Because Schaumburg is historically 


rural, it encircled our village as a defense 
tactic against builders, and there is a 
great deal of hostility still remaining, 
even though the two are now closely re- 
lated communities," he said. 


Some other concerns he has deal with 


drainage problems which he feels will re- 
sult from construction of apartment build- 
ings along Higgins Road, although he 
feels that commercial development should 
take care of itself, despite "haphazard de- 
velopment so far." 


He does not think the village should em- 


ploy a paid public relations person . . . 
"the administration itself should provide 
sufficient public relations." 


He also favors investigation of a beau-

McGillicuddy. 


A hearing scheduled for 2 p m yester- 


day was continued on the court's own mo-

Ronald J. Guild, of Teitelbaum, Wolf- 


berg and Guild, who represent the Team- 
sters, earlier told The Herald that if 
Judge McGillicuddy rules in favor of his 
client, the village must then answer 
charges in the petition.

March, American Bridge and Iron Corp., 
a division of U.S. Steel, served a court 
summons for non-payment of debt in con- 
struction of a water tower in the same 
development. 


Representatives of American Bridge and 


Iron Corp. reportedly claim they were not 
made aware of the village's intention to 
pay for the water tower with special as- 
sessment bonds.

They also accuse village officials of 
public funding of private contracts, since 
much of the work to be paid for by the 
assessment bonds had already been com- 
pleted. 


Ronald J. Guild, of Teitelbaum, Wolf-

From Junk to 'Junque

The swinging sign outside the shop may 


read "Antiques" or it may coyly say 
"Junque." 


The contents of the store, the discards 


of yesterday's living, will fall somewhere 
between these two classifications. 
But 


whatever it really is, someone in the 
Northwest suburbs wants it. 


The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whetner in earnest or in fun, is 


. the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls," but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 


Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doing," one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. "They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers.

THE TWO TAX increase questions fac- 


ing voters call for: 


—A 21 cent increase in the e d u c a- 


tional tax rate ceiling from the $1.38 rate 
now levied. 


—A 12'2 cent increase in the building 


maintenance tax rate ceiling, now set at 
25 cents. 


Citizens Committee members recom- 


mended that voters okay extra taxing au- 
thority for Dist. 214 after reviewing budg- 
et projections that show the high school 
district will be operating "in the red" in 
1970-71 if it doesn't get more money. 


However, since then Gov. Richard 


Ogilvie has recommended that state aid 
for the common schools be increased to 
$500 and adjustments be made in the per- 
pupil enrollment figures that will benefit 
high school districts. 


The increases will bring the high school 


district between $2.5 and $2.9 million — a 
sizeable windfall for a high school district 
that has a $16 million budget. 


If the state aid increase comes through, 


business manager Robert Weber says 
Dist. 214 probably won't have to tap any 
of that extra tax levy authority in 1970. 


But the key word here is "if," as We- 


ber ayways hastens to add. 


In making a case for the tax increases, 


chief referendum salesman Jack Martin 
always points out that since the last tax 
ceiling increase was authorized five years 
ago, the high school district has seen: 


—Enrollment go from 8,276 to 14,750. 
—The cost per student go from $737 to 


$1,198. 


—The number of teachers employed by 


the district increase from 451 to 796. 


BUILDING maintenance expenditures go 


from $1,178,000 to $2,240,000. 


—And assessed valuation per pupil 


dropped from $55,780 to $48,136.

Village Pres. Ted Scanlon is the Wheel- 


ing answer to Chicago's Mayor Richard 
Daley. 


Scanlon and Daley share the same party 


(Democratic), the same religious affilia- 
tion (Roman Catholic), the same record of 
life-long residence in their area, the same 
firm grip on political realities, and the 
same love of their home town. 


When Scanlon says "Wheeling should al- 


ways be first! Let's be first!" he has a 
prairie twang in his voice in comparison 
to Daley's Bridgeport Chicagoese. Never- 
theless the sentiments are the same. 


Scanlon doesn't go for all those new- 


fangled political gimmicks such as caucus 
screening committees. 
He is his own 


screening committee when it comes to 
who runs with him on his continued 
United Party (CUP) ticket. 


BY PICKING his own candidates, Scan- 


Ion can run a taut ship in his village but 
must also accept responsibility for the ac- 
tions of his slate. 


Since the Scanlon slate is running vir- 


tually unopposed in the April 15 Wheeling 
election, The Herald interviewed 
him 


March 28 to discover his position on issues 
important to the village. 


At that time Hugh Sommerfeld had not 


announced as a write-in candidate. 


"Are you going to be able to keep Mike 


Valenza on a leash?" he was asked. Plan 
Commissioner Valenza is probably the 
most abrasive personality on the slate. 


"I am very happy to think gentlemen 


with such different personalities are on a 
board," answered Scanlon. "On a board, a 
president must know he is boss and be 
ready to rap the gavel. I have been told 
Mike has a thorough knowledge of plan- 
ning, so I asked him to run. 1 was con- 
cerned with him being controversial. He 
assured me that he's grown up, recognizes 
his position, and will abide by my rapping 
the gavel." 


SCANLON SAYS the first person picked 


for his CUP s' 
was village clerk Evelyn 


R. Diens. Mrs. Diens asked if he wanted 
her to run on the slate and he urged her

same location for some time. Even then, 
it is sometimes better to take your band 
off your check book and think about it for 
a few days. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's. There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1.- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. Aad it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those." 
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A solution to Wheeling's loose animal 


problem was proposed to the Wheeling 
Village Board Monday by Police Chief M. 
0. Horcher. 


Pointing out that one out of every 


twelve complaints received by the village 
involves 
animals, 
Horcher asked 
the 


board for an animal control warden, a 
small truck for picking up the animals, 
and safety equipment for apprehending 
the animals. 


Horcher explained that the objective of 


his program was "to humanely prevent 
dangers and threats to the health, welfare, 
and properties of the residents . . . by 
stray, wild, and uncontrolled animals, par- 
ticularly dogs." 


THE CHIEF'S REPORT revealed that 


there were 617 animal cases handled by 
the police department in 1968, He sug- 
gested that an animal control warden 
should be male, animal-oriented, able to 
control large animals common to the 
area, and have a driver's license. 


Horcher's report asked that the warden 


be authorized to issue summons for ani- 


mal violations, but not to wear sidearms 
or make physical arrests. 


The report came after 
the 
village 


learned that Kay's Animal Shelter in Ar- 
lington Heights would no longer be able to 
care for Wheeling animals. 


The chief suggested that safety equip- 


ment for apprehending and maintaining 
custody of animals should include a tran- 
quilizer gun, throw and long-handle nets, 
and a pole with a slip noose. 


IN ADDITION TO DOGS, about which 


most of the complaints are filed, Wheeling 
police have coped with 13 horses, 9 deer, 1 
racoon, 2 rabbits, a skunk, a fox, a rat, a 
muskrat and a snake in the past two 
years. 


The report explains that area commu- 


nities handle their animal problems in a 
variety of ways. Arlington Heights uses a 
regular police officer with a station wagon 
and capture equipment. Northbrook and 
Glenview share the services of a full-time 
animal warden between them, as do 
Glencoe and Winnetka. 


Horcher explains that the Anti-Cruelty 


Society in Norlhbrook will accept animals 


already in custody if they have not bitten 
anyone. Animals that have bitten someone 
are kept in a private animal hospital at 
the owner's expense or are surrendered to 
the Cook County Rabies Control Commis- 
sion. 


AT PRESENT, animals picked up by 


the Wheeling police are being kept at the 
North Suburban Animal Hospital on South 
Milwaukee Avenue, and picked up by the 
Anti-Cruelty Society after five days. 


The proposal was turned over to the 


board's sewer, water, and public health 
committee for further action. 


In a letter to the board, Horcher 


stressed that "at present the only village 
detention area for captured animals are 
the same cells used for prisoners. Small 
animals that can escape between the bars 
pose another problem. 


"I would appreciate attention and action 


on these matters in the very near future. 
The number of complaints are increasing 
with warmer temperatures and are result- 
ing in what can best be described is im- 
possible conditions."

drenched teen age hunger hikers and won- 
dered where everybody else was. 


With all the kids crowding our high 


schools, packing our elementary schools 
and cluttering the aisles at Randhurst, 1,- 
600 is a small bag. 


THERE WERE FEW adults present to 


wish them well before they started their 
17 mile Good Friday march. 


Considering all the adults ready to pull 


up a soap box and lecture the younger 
generation, a dozen "oldsters" on the re- 
viewing platform was a poor turnout. The 
kids say approximately 75 adults walked 
with them. 


An Armed Forces Day parade with flags 


and howitzers and marching men will turn 
out a gaggle of politicians in a blizzard. 
Kids in the rain on Good Friday didn't 
turn on the pols. 


On the reviewing stand with types like 


youth minister David Wurm were Park 
Ridge Mayor Bert Ball and lame duck Ar- 
lington Heights Village Pres. John Woods. 


Ball was shot down by the kids because 


he arrived late and tried to deliver a "my 
fair city" speech. 


WOODS, WHO IS ENVIED by many and 


regarded as a 
stuffed 
shirt by his 


enemies, had the kids cheering him. 


It wasn't that Woods said anything vast- 


ly significant, but the rain was dripping 
down his nose as he talked and he seemed 
to be there because 
he liked 
those 


drenched, idealistic kids. 


I have seen Woods slash people with his 


sharp mind and politely turn citizens into 
mince meat at public meetings and have 
respected him. Standing out in the rain, I 
decided he was a good man. 


But where were all the others that 


morning? Where was the mayor of Mount 
Prospect, Dan Congreve, who detests ir- 
responsible teen age agitators? Wheeling 
Village Pres. Ted Scanlon was on vacation 


but he sent no representative. Don Thomp- 
son from Buffalo Grove wasn't there. 


State Representatives Eugenia Chapman 


and Gene Schlickman turned up to wel- 
come the kids at the end of the hike, but 
political support and encouragement was 
absent at the beginning. 


WHERE WERE THE candidates for the 


Dist. 214 board, since the majority of the 
marchers were high school students? 


The patrolmen were polite and con- 


cerned for the kids' safety on the march, 
but I didn't notice any police chief stand- 
ing on the platform telling kids police ap- 
preciate 
their 
efforts 
to 
demonstrate 


peacefully. 


Where were the educators? Where were 


the columnists who have such fun playing 
with words like "beatnik," and "long hair- 
ed," and "juvenile delinquent." 


Where were all the private citizens who 


wring their hands over the younger gener- 
ation, spout their theories at cocktail par- 
ties and write indignant letters to news- 
papers? 


AND WHERE WERE ALL the other 


kids? It was the Etster holiday, so they 
must have all been working, or in church 
or studying. It is impossible to think that 
kids who insist the older generation is fat, 
comfortable and materialistic would be 
messing around at Randhurst when their 
big chance to show up the adult world was 
waiting in the rain in Park Ridge. 


It was not a gentle rain last Friday. It 


was eye clogging, underwear soaking, sog- 
gy Chicago rain. It wasn't suburban rain 
because rain does not distinguish between 
city and suburbs, between Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rolling Meadows and Wheeling. 


Rain fell on 1,600 suburban white kids, 


and on black Panthers trying to keep the 
ghetto cool. It also falls on human beings 
in Peru or Biafra, and the poor in our own 
suburbs. 


Too bad there were so many dry people

John Koeppen who was asked to run for a 
two-year term instead of a four-year term. 
There has been talk In the village Scanlon 
was attempting to cut Koeppen down to 
sire by offering him a two-year scat on 
the board 


"Politics has not entered the question 


with Koeppen," says Scanlon. "He was 
the first one asked. He has caused a lot of 
controversy, but he is not interested in 
politics 


If he votes, he has a reason He wasn't 


sure he wanted even a two-year term be- 
cause of a change in business situation. 
He requested the two-year term " 


Scanlon denys controlling his trustees. 
"I have never gone to the trustees and 


asked them for anything." he says, "and 
they have never come to me to tell me 
what they're going to do " 


SCANLON SAYS there are few fights

"IF THERE were a Saturday meeting 


there would be something like a layout of 
maps." 


Scanlon defends the Wheeling Police De- 


partment, saying "I think it has come a 
long way." 


He calls criticism of the department, 


"getting involved in personalities." 


"People see many areas that need im- 


provement and ask why not more ar- 
rests?" says Scanlon. "Police work is get- 
ting to be a professional field and a man 
has to be careful. I think they are to be 
commended for doing what they are 
doing, especially the police officers in the 
schools, I agree we are not always happy, 
but that may be because we see them 
drinking coffee some place and don't see 
them at night when they can get their 
heads shot off." 


Scanlon has suggested streamlining the 


work of the plan commission and the zon- 
ing board by combining both boards. In 
this way, the combined boards can pass 
on both land use and zoning without send- 
ing a developer through separate boards 
carrying the same plans in his hand. 


HE IS all for thinking big when it comes 


to Wheeling. 
"People are afraid to venture into some- 


thing good," he insists "It is sickening to 
me to see somebody putting an executive 
building in some other area, and then 
thinking to myself Wheeling can only go to 
35 or 40 feet " 


"We probably have an ideal place in 


Wheeling for an executive plaza," he says. 
"We should wake up and look out into the 
future Let's get spectacular. I think At- 
ctur's big building in Schaumburg is fa- 
bulous " 


To encourage industrial development in 


Wheeling, Scanlon says he asked for a 
new village ordinance permitting business- 
men to participate in boards and commis- 
sions if their industry is located in the 
village. 


HE ALSO spends a considerable amount 


of time trying to woo new businesses into 
the area. 


Scanlon complains that his job should be 


handled by an active Chamber of Com- 
merce He wants the chamber to make 
contacts with industry 


"The problem now is that we don't have 


an active chamber," he says. He hopes 
the chamber will improve since appointing 
new officers, but "whether we can re- 
kindle it is another thing" he says. 


"I am now writing letters and making 


personal contacts with businesses," says 
Scanlon. 


"But there is no chamber. It is there in 


name only. The men who made it up had 
good intentions, but that's it. They need a 
professional man to sit there and take 
care of making contacts." 


SCANLON HAS a fierce loyalty for 


Wheeling, but he complains of apathy in 
the village and the lack of participation 
with other suburbs. 


He says he goes to meetings of the 


Northwest Municipal Conference and finds 
himself the only person representing 
Wheeling. 


"Other communities have trustees and 


interested people," he says. "At one gath- 
ering thert were 18 to 25 people from oth- 
er communities and from Wheeling. . .my 
wife and myself." 


"Maybe other villages have a special 


fund," he says. "With me, it has to come 
from my own pocket." 


His own pocket or not. Wheeling can be 


sure Ted Scanlon will be there to uphold 
the interests of his village.

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Aronson Throws Hat in Dist. 214Board Race 


With 12 years of school board service 


under his belt, High School Dist. 214 
Board Prcs Arthur Aronson has thrown 
his hat m the ring again. 


Aronson, a resident of 2818 Schoenbeck, 


Arlington Heights, is one of four candi- 
'datos for two three-year terms to be filled 
In Saturday's Out 214 scnool board elec- 
tion 


Aronson was a shoo-in three years ago 


when he ran for re-election aa the only 
candidate from unincorporated territory. 


State law requires that one of the high 


school board members represent the area 
outside the municipalities. 


This time two other candidates have 


filed from unincorporated subdivisions in 
Dust 214. They are Ray Inman of Pros- 
pect Heights, also seeking a three-year 
term, and Don McGlothlin of unincorpo- 
rated Wheeling, one of three candidates 
for a one-year term. 


If school board candidates from the mu- 


nicipalities all draw higher vote totals 
than the three from the unincorporated 
are,is. the lowest-totalling man from a 
municipality will be nudged out by the 
highest-polling candidate from unincorpo- 
rated areas 


Aronson cites his experienced judgment 


.as his greatest asMt as a school board 
member. 
' "I try to be tolerant in dealing with 
'those whoie opinions oppose mine," Aron- 
•son told The Herald "I believe I am ca- 
pable of withstanding pressure from with- 
out in supporting a policy that has been 
adopted after thorough consideration." 


A m.m with the habit of arguing both 


sides of a question during a board dis- 


cussion, Aronson has often been charged 
with "fence-sitting." The charge has 
sometimes been merited, sometimes not. 


He and Frank J. Smith, recently resign- 


ed board member, drew fire during the 
school board campaign three years ago 
frcm anti-federal aid critics. 


Aronson may have been remembering 


th,* bitter campaign in asserting, "I be- 
lieve in the democratic process and have 
subordinated personal opinions to the will 
of the majority. I think I have faced criti- 
cism without flinching even if I thought it 
unjust." 


Aronson says he is not "biased toward 


or against any particular kind of educa- 
tion" and is willing to consider change 
"for the sake of studied experimentation." 


He told a Herald interviewer that he can 


make no judgment yet regarding the 
feasibility of operating the Dist. 214 
schools year-round — a step urged by 
some Citizens Committee members — be- 
cause he doesn't have enough information. 


He sees public acceptance as the major 


roadblock to a radical change in the 
school-year schedule. 


He suggested that it might be possible 


for one of the district's six high schools — 
Arlington, Prospect, Forest View, Wheel- 
ing, Elk Grove or Hersey — to volunteer 
to try year-round school operations on an 
expeiimental basis 


Characteristically, he told an inter- 


viewer, "It may be that the year-round 
school question should be decided before 
we start any additional building pro- 
grams," and then added, "Possibly the 
people in the district are not ready for it."

2U school board seat again — and not just 
because a new high school will be built 
there in the next two years. 


"It is evident that the town needs to be 


closer to the high school district. In the 
last Dist 214 referendum, only ISO Rolling 
Meadows people voted 


"This, to me, means they don't have 


close ties to the district that they should 
have when their children's future is at 
stake," he declared. 


McMinn points out that currently chil- 


dren from two-thirds of Rolling Meadows 
in Dist. 214 must be bused to Forest View 
High School. He says the commuting dis- 
tance discourages the city's students from 
participating In athletics and extra-cur- 
ricular activities as they should. 


He would favor another attempt to 


transfer the rest of Rolling Meadows east 
of Route 53 from High School Dist 211 to 
Dist 214 


IN THE EARLY 1MO'«, the court ruled 


against such in attempt The judge, in an- 
nouncing his decision, said that such an 
annexation petition would be looked on 
more favorably after a Dist 214 high 
school is built in the city 


McMinn declined to make a judgment 


on whether he would favor Dist 214 estab- 
lishing a ^hared-time plan with Sacred 
Heart of Mary High Scnool once the new 


Rolling Meadows school opens. 


"I just don't have enough information at 


this time to take a position," he said. 


He takes the same stand-off position to- 


ward the possibility of Dist. 214 schools 
adopting an extended school year or ex- 
tended school day calendar 


"I did learn enough, through the Citi- 


zens Committee, to firmly believe that the 
board should definitely take whatever 
steps necessary to investigate the ques- 
tions thoroughly with little or no regard to 
cost." McMinn declared. "Getting the 
right information is the important thing." 


HE SAID HE WOULD be hesitant about 


making a radical school-year change "if 
there is no savings in dollars and cents. I 
think it will be difficult to sell to parents." 


He added, "I think definitely this is the 


type of the thing we have to approach in 
the future — at some time. The Citizens 
Committee should be commended for go- 
ing into this." 


McMinn, a resident of 2505 Sigwalt 


Street, Rolling Meadows, for 10 years, 
has a son who is a senior at Forest View. 


Asked why he is running, he com- 


mented, "It's not because the board 
has done a bad job up to now. As a matter 
of fact, I think they have done a good job 


"It's not because they have squandered 


our tax money. They have done a mar- 
velous job in stretching the dollar in a 
state that ranks 44th in its aid to local 
school districts.

Aronson, who should know, estimates a 


school board member must put in "a good 
20 hours a week" at meetings or1 doing 
background reading. 


Aronson says he believes Dist. 214 


should offer "more competitive salaries" 
while acknowledging that "our good teach- 
ers are not getting paid enough and some 
are being paid too much." 


He says he proposed consideration of a 


switch to a merit pay plan when he first 
joined the Dist. 214 school board, and was 
"shocked" at the opposition from "what I 
thought were our better teachers." 


Aronson believes the 33% cent taxing 


authority Dist. 214 will ask voters to au- 
thorize this Saturday is essential and "jus- 
tified." 


He points to the high school district's 


record of taking five years to use the last 
21 cent tax increase authorized by voters 
as a clear indication that "we haven't just 
thrown money around." 


Saturday's referendum will be three- 


pronged, askinjtvoters to approve: 


1) sale of $8.7 million to construct the 


district's seventh high school in Rolling 


Meadows: 


2) a 21 cent increase in the educational 


tax rate ceiling, and:

Ford May Build 


Ford Motor Co. wants to build a large 


definitely to build on the site, it will fran- 
Road about a half-mile west of Arlington 
Heights Road. 


The project, to be on a 13-acre slice of 


land on the northern edge of the Arlington 
Industrial park, would be the second Ford 
operation in the north Wheeling Township 
area if Arlington Heights grants rezoning. 


The automobile manufacturer has pur- 


chased an option on the property. If the 
rezoning is approved, and if Ford decides 
definitely to build on the site .it will fran- 
chise the operation. 


JAMES DOMBROWSKI, market repre- 


sentative manager for Ford in Chicago, 
calls the project "good sized and major." 
He stresses, however, that Ford now has 
neithtr a value estimate of the project, nor 
exact plans for use of the site. 


On April 30, Atty. Paul Homer will pre- 


sent a request for rezoning to the Arling- 
ton Heights Plan Commission at 8 p.m. 


Ho.ner will be seeking an extension of 


business zoning, which occupies approxi- 
mately the upper one-third of the proper- 
ty, into two-thirds of the complete. 13 
acres. The rest of the property will re- 
main zoned M-1A, the zoning for the in- 
dustrial park. 


He stressed that the bottom third of the 


property would not be used for a test- 
track. It might be used for storage or left 
vacant, he explained. 


The development, if approved and con- 


structed, could prove direct competition to 
George Poole Ford, located on Northwest 
Highway in Arlington Heights. 


The new dealership, in a sparsely-devel- 


oped area that will eventually be on the 
northern edge of the fully-developed In- 
dustrial Park, would be free, at least this 
year, of the traffic congestion that can 
plague car dealers along Northwest High- 
way.

read "Antiques" or it may coyly say 
"Junque." 


The contents of the store, the discards 


of yesterday's living, will fall somewhere 
between these two classifications. 
But 


whatever it really is, someone in the 
Northwest suburbs wants it. 


The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whether in earnest or in fun, is 
the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls," but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. - 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 


. the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 


Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions aio becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doing," one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. "They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers.

Ion can run a taut ship in his village but 
must also accept responsibility for the ac- 
tions of his slate. 


Since the Scanlon slate is running vir- 


tually unopposed in the April 15 Wheeling 
election, The Herald interviewed 
him 


March 28 to discover his position on issues 
important to the village. 


At that time Hugh Sommerfeld had not 


announced as a write-in candidate. 


"Are you going to be able to keep Mike 


Valenza on a leash?" he was asked. Plan 
Commissioner Valenza is probably the 
most abrasive personality on the slate. 


"I am very happy to think gentlemen 


with such different personalities are on a 
board," answered Scanlon. "On a board, a 
president must know he is boss and be 
ready to rap the gavel. I have been told 
Mike has a thorough knowledge of plan- 
ning, so I asked him to run. I was con- 
cerned with him being controversial. He 
assured me that he's grown up, recognizes 
his position, and will abide by my rapping 
the gavel." 


SCANLON SAYS the first person picked 


for his CUP slate was village clerk Evelyn 
R. Diens. Mrs. Diens asked if he wanted 
her to run on the slate and he urged her

same location for some time. Even then, 
it is sometimes better to take your hand 
off your check book and think about it for 
a few days. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's. There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense.' 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1,- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember wh>_n everybody's parlor had 
"one of those." 


Animal Warden Requested 
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A solution to Wheeling's loose animal 


problem was proposed to the Wheeling 
Village Board Monday by Police Chief M. 
0 Horcher. 


Pointing out that one out of every 


twelve complaints received by the village 
involves animals, Horcher 
asked 
the 


board for an animal control warden, a 
small truck for picking up the animals, 
and safety equipment for apprehending 
the animals. 


Horcher explained that the objective of 


his program was "to humanely prevent 
dangers and threats to the health, welfare, 
and properties of the residents . . . by 
stray, wild, and uncontrolled animals, par- 
ticularly dogs." 


THE CHIEF'S REPORT revealed that 


there were 617 animal cases handled by 
the police department in 1968. He sug- 
gested that an animal control warden 
should be male, animal-oriented, able to 
control large animals common to the 
area, and have a driver's license. 


Horcher's report asked that the warden 


be authorized to issue summons for ani- 


mal violations, but not to wear sidearms 
or make physical arrests. 


The report came after 
the 
village 


learned that Kay's Animal Shelter in Ar- 
lington Heights would no longer be able to 
care for Wheeling animals. 


The chief suggested that safety equip- 


ment for apprehending and maintaining 
custody of animals should include a tran- 
quilizer gun, throw and long-handle nets, 
and a pole with a slip noose. 


IN ADDITION TO DOGS, about which 


most of the complaints are filed, Wheeling 
police have coped with 13 horses, 9 deer, 1 
racoon, 2 rabbits, a skunk, a fox, a rat, a 
muskrat and a snake in the past two 
years. 


The report explains that area commu- 


nities handle their animal problems in a 
variety of ways. Arlington Heights uses a 
regular police officer with a station wagon 
and capture equipment. Northbrook and 
Glenview share the services of a full-time 
animal warden between them, as do 
Glencoe and Winnetka. 


Horcher explains that the Anti-Cruelty 


Society in Northbrook will accept animate 


already in custody if they have not bitten 
anyone. Animals that have bitten someone 
are kept in a private animal hospital at 
the owner's expense or are surrendered to 
the Cook County Rabies Control Commis- 
sion. 


AT PRESENT, animals picked up by 


the Wheeling police are being kept at the 
North Suburban Animal Hospital on South 
Milwaukee Avenue, and picked up by the 
Anti-Cruelty Society after five days. 


The proposal was turned over to the 


board's sewer, water, and public health 
committee for further action. 


In a letter to the board, 
Horcher 


stressed that "at present the only village 
detention area for captured animals are 
the same cells used for prisoners. Small 
animals that can escape between the bars 
pose another problem. 


"I would appreciate attention and action 


on these matters in the very near future. 
The number of complaints are increasing 
with warmer temperatures and are result- 
ing in what can best be described as im- 
possible conditions."

Considering all the adults ready to pull 


up a soap box and lecture the younger 
generation, a dozen "oldsters" on the re- 
viewing platform was a poor turnout. The 
kids say approximately 75 adults walked 
with them. 


An Armed Forces Day parade with flags 


and howitzers and marching men will turn 
out a gaggle of politicians in a blizzard. 
Kids in the rain on Good Friday didn't 
turn on the pots. 


On the reviewing stand with types like 


youth minister David Wurm were Park 
Ridge Mayor Bert Ball and lame duck Ar- 
lington Heights Village Pres. John Woods. 


Ball was shot down by the kids because 


he arrived late and tried to deliver a "my 
fair city" speech. 


WOODS. WHO IS ENVIED by many and 


regarded 
as a 
stuffed 
shirt by his 


enemies, had the kids cheering him. 


It wasn't that Woods said anything vast- 


ly significant, but the rain was dripping 
down his nose as he talked and he seemed 
to be there because 
he 
liked 
those 


drenched, idealistic kids. 


I have seen Woods slash people with his 


sharp mind and politely turn citizens into 
mince meat at public meetings and have 
respected him. Standing out in the rain, I 
decided he was a good man. 


But where were all the others that 


morning? Where was the mayor of Mount 
Prospect, Dan Congreve, who detests ir- 
responsible teen age agitators? Wheeling 
Village Pres. Ted Scanlon was on vacation 


but he sent no representative. Don Thomp- 
son from Buffalo Grove wasn't there. 


State Representatives Eugenia Chapman 


and Gene Schlickman turned up to wel- 
come the kids at the end of the hike, but 
political support and encouragement was 
absent at the beginning. 


WHERE WERE THE candidates for the 


Dist. 214 board, since the majority of the 
marchers were high school students? 


The patrolmen were polite and con- 


cerned for the kids' safety on the march, 
but I didn't notice any police chief stand- 
ing on the platform telling kids police ap- 
preciate 
their 
efforts to demonstrate 


peacefully. 


Where were the educators? Where were 


the columnists who have such'fun playing 
with words like "beatnik," and "long hair- 
ed," and "juvenile delinquent." 


Where were all the private citizens who 


wring their hands over the younger gener- 
ation, spout their theories at cocktail par- 
ties and write indignant letters to news- 
papers? 


AND WHERE WERE ALL the other 


kids? It was the Eister holiday, so they 
must have all been working, or in church 
or studying. It is impossible to think that 
kids who insist the older generation is fat, 
comfortable and materialistic would be 
messing around at Randhurst when their 
big chance to show up the adult world was 
waiting in the rain in Park Ridge. 


It was not a gentle rain last Friday. It 


was eye clogging, underwear soaking, sog- 
gy Chicago rain. It wasn't suburban rain 
because rain does not distinguish between 
city and suburbs, between Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rolling Meadows and Wheeling. 


Rain fell on 1,600 suburban white kids, 


and on black Panthers trying to keep the 
ghetto cool. It also falls on human beings 
in Peru or Biafra, and the poor in our own 
suburbs. 


Too bad there were so many dry people 


last Good Friday.

The independents, Jo Ellen Clawes and 


Weinberg, appear better informed on 
many school matters than Caucus candi- 
dates Krinsky, Koester and John Stull. 


Weinberg, the incumbent, is running as 


an independent, but it is generally ac- 
knowledged he would have been assured 
Caucus support had he requested it. He 
has a background of service to the district 
and an understanding of school problems 
acquired during five years of hard work. 
It would be unwise to dismiss these quali- 
fications simply because he is not a 
Caucus candidate. 


Krinsky and Koester lack knowledge of 


school board problems, but they both have 
an unselfish concern for the district and a 
refreshing honesty, admitting what th£? 
do not know. 


Mrs. Clawes,has displayed more con- 


sistent dedication to the district than the 
majority of her detractors. Her efforts to 
improve the district deserve the respect of 
board members and her fellow citizens, 
even when they think she is wrong.

papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 


Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doing," one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. 
"They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers.

Ogilvie has recommended that state aid 
for the common schools be increased to

Village Pres. Ted Scanlon is the Wheel- 


ing answer to Chicago's Mayor Richard 
Daley. 


Scanlon and Daley share the same party 


(Democratic), the same religious affilia- 
tion (Roman Catholic), the same record of 
life-long residence in their area, the same 
firm grip on political realities, and the 
same love of their home town. 


When Scanlon says "Wheeling should al- 


ways be first! Let's be first!" he has a 
prairie twang in his voice in comparison 
to Daley's Bridgeport Chicagoese. Never- 
theless the sentiments are the same. 


Scanlon doesn't go for all those new- 


fangled political gimmicks such as caucus 
screening committees. 
He is his own 


screening committee when it comes to 
who runs with him on his continued 
United Party (CUP) ticket. 


BY PICKING his own candidates, Scan- 


Ion can run a taut ship in his village but 
must also accept responsibility for the ac- 
tions of his slate. 


Since the Scanlon slate is running vir 


tually unopposed in the April 15 Wheeling 
election, The Herald interviewed him 
March 28 to discover his position on issues 
important to the village. 


At that time Hugh Sommerfeld had not 


announced as a write-in candidate. 


"Are you going to be able to keep Mike 


Valenza on a leash?" he was askea. Plan 
Commissioner Valenza is probably the 
most abrasive personality on the slate. 


"I am very happy to think gentlemen 


with such different personalities are on a 
board," answered Scanlon. "On a board, a 
president must know he is boss and be 
ready to rap the gavel. I have been told 
Mike has a. thorough knowledge of plan- 
ning, so I asked him to run. I was con- 
cerned with him being controversial. He 
assured me that he's grown up, recognizes 
his position, and will abide by my rapping 
the gavel." 


SCANLON SAYS the first person picked 


for his CUP slate was village clerk Evelyn 
R. Diens. Mrs. Diens asked if he wanted 
her to run on the slate and he urged her

cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any stand? rd. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. - 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's. There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1,- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those." 


Animal Warden Requested 
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A solution to Wheeling's loose animal 


problem was proposed to the Wheeling 
Village Board Monday by Police Chief M. 
0 Horcher. 


Pointing out that one out of every 


twelve complaints received by the village 
involves 
animals, Horcher asked 
the 


board for an animal control warden, a 
small truck for picking up the animals, 
and safety equipment for apprehending 
the animals. 


Horcher explained that the objective of 


his program was "to humanely prevent 
dangers and threats to the health, welfare, 
and properties of the residents . . . by 
stray, wild, and uncontrolled animals, par- 
ticularly dogs." 


THE CHIEF'S REPORT revealed that 


there were 617 animal cases handled by 
the police department in 1968. He sug- 
gested that an animal control warden 
should be mate, animal-oriented, able to 
control large animals common to the 
area, and have a driver's license. 


Horcher's report asked that the warden 


be authorized to issue summons for ani- 


mal violations, but not to wear sidearms 
or make physical arrests 


The report came after 
the village 


learned that Kay's Animal Shelter in Ar- 
lington Heights would no longer be able to 
care for Wheeling animals. 


The chief suggested that safety equip- 


ment for apprehending and maintaining 
custody of animals should include a tran- 
quilizer gun, throw and long-handle nets, 
and a pole with a slip noose. 


IN ADDITION TO DOGS, about which 


most of the complaints are filed, Wheeling 
police have coped with 13 horses, 9 deer, 1 
racoon, 2 rabbits, a skunk, a fox, a rat, a 
muskrat and a snake in the past two 
years. 


The report explains that area commu- 


nities handle their animal problems in a 
variety of ways. Arlington Heights uses a 
regular police officer with a station wagon 
and capture equipment. Northbrook and 
Glenview share the services of a full-time 
animal warden between them, as do 
Glencoe and Winnetka. 


Horcher explains that the Anti-Cruelty 


Society in Northbrook will accept animals 


already in custody if they have not bitten 
anyone. Animals that have bitten someone 
are kept in a private animal hospital at 
the owner's expense or are surrendered to 
the Cook County Rabies Control Commis- 
sion. 


AT PRESENT, animals picked up by 


the Wheeling police are being kept at the 
North Suburban Animal Hospital on South 
Milwaukee Avenue, and picked up by the 
Anti-Cruelty Society after five days. 


The proposal was turned over to the 


board's sewer, water, and public health 
committee for further action. 


In a letter to the board, 
Horcher 


stressed that "at present the only village 
detention area for captured animals are 
the same cells used for prisoners. Small 
animals that can escape between the bars 
pose another problem. 


"I would appreciate attention and action 


on these matters in the very near future. 
The number of complaints are increasing 
with warmer temperatures and are result- 
ing in what can best be described as im- 
possible conditions."

viewing platform was a poor turnout. The 
kids say approximately 75 adults walked 
with them. 


An Armed Forces Day parade with flags 


and howitzers and marching men will turn 
out a gaggle of politicians in a blizzard. 
Kids in the rain on Good Friday didn't 
turn on the pols. 


On the reviewing stand with types like 


youth minister David Wurm were Park 
Ridge Mayor Bert Ball and lame duck Ar- 
lington Heights Village Pres. John Woods. 


Ball was shot down by the kids because 


he arrived late and tried to deliver a "my 
fair city" speech. 


WOODS, WHO IS ENVIED by many and 


regarded 
as a 
stuffed 
shirt by his 


enemies, had the kids cheering him. 


It wasn't that Woods said anything vast- 


ly significant, but the rain was dripping 
down his nose as he talked and he seemed 
to be there because 
he liked 
those 


drenched, idealistic kids. 


I have seen Woods slash people with his 


sharp mind and politely turn citizens into 
mince meat at public meetings and have 
respected him. Standing out in the rain, I 
decided he was a good man. 


But where were all the others that 


morning? Where was the mayor of Mount 
Prospect, Dan Congreve. who detests ir- 
responsible teen age agitators? Wheeling 
Village Pres. Ted Scanlon was on vacation 


but he sent no representative. Don Thomp- 
son from Buffalo Grove wasn't there. 


State Representatives Eugenia Chapman 


and Gene Schlickman turned up to wel- 
come the kids at the end of the hike, but 
political support and encouragement was 
absent at the beginning. 


WHERE WERE THE candidates for the 


Dist. 214 board, since the majority of the 
marchers were high school students? 


The patrolmen were polite and con- 


cerned for the kids' safety on the march, 
but I didn't notice any police chief stand- 
ing on the platform telling kids police ap- 
preciate their efforts to demonstrate 
peacefully. 


Where were the educators? Where were 


the columnists who have such fun playing 
with words like "beatnik," and "long hair- 
ed," and "juvenile delinquent." 


Where were all the private citizens who 


wring their hands over the younger gener- 
ation, spout their theories at cocktail par- 
ties and write indignant letters to news- 
papers? 


AND WHERE WERE ALL the Other 


kids? It was the Etster holiday, so they 
must have all been working, or in church 
or studying. It is impossible to think that 
kids who insist the older generation is fat, 
comfortable and materialistic would be 
messing around at Randhurst when their 
big chance to show up the adult world was 
waiting in the rain in Park Ridge. 


It was not a gentle rain last Friday. It 


was eye clogging, underwear soaking, sog- 
gy Chicago rain. It wasn't suburban rain 
because rain does not distinguish between 
city and suburbs, between Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rolling Meadows and Wheeling. 


Rain fell on 1,600 suburban white kids, 


and on black Panthers trying to keep the 
ghetto cool. It also falls on human beings 
in Peru or Biafra, and the poor in our own 
suburbs. 


Too bad there were so many dry people

A critic of the referendum was Robert 


Martin, a long-time Palatine citizen who 
thought the board picked "a poor time to 
buy property," due to the economic condi- 
tions in the community. 


The plan is basically the same as last 


year, "only with a different kind of sug- 
ar," Martin said. 


Martin, who is in the real estate busi- 


ness, pointed out the new site will cost 
"$117,000 an acre." Although he feels the 
price is "reasonable" now, it is still an 
"inflated" price, he said He also cited 
additional taxes that loom over the next 15 
years. 


"I'M NOT opposed to literature; I real- 


ize the value of a library," he said, "but it 
is still a poor time to buy property." 


Martin told a Herald reporter he didn't

Wassmer, in saying the library board

From Junk to 'Junque

The swinging sign outside the shop may 


read "Antiques" or it may coyly say 
"Junque." 


The contents of the store, the discards 


of yesterday's living, will fall somewhere 
between these two classifications. But 
whatever it really is, someone in the 
Northwest suburbs wants it. 


IT HOLDS CANES, hats, coats and an 
occasional smile in the mirror as shop- 
pers walk by. A growing horde of 
shoppers seek antiques such as this 
and find them in the oddest places. 
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The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whether in earnest or in fun, is 
the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls," but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing th'j newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 
Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doingT^one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. 
"They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers.

stuff, and novices are advised to deal with 
a reputable dealer who has been at the 


same location for some time. Even then, 
it is so.netimes better to take your hand 
off you • check book and think about it for 
a few di ys. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meetirg ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about 3 piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's 
and 30's There is not much pretense 


that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1 .- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those."

They vote for or 
against a measure out of their own per- 
sonal convictions, based on experience 
and the best interests of the city as a 
whole, without animosity or bickering," 
Meyer said. 


He said the aldermen have a "reputa- 


tion for being conservative in financial 
matters and they can be counted on to 
maintain a carefully balanced budget." 


Meyer said a city council "working as a 


team is a real attraction to business and 
industry looking for a new location. 


"Rolling Meadows," he said, "with its 


excellent utilities and services, low taxes 
and a dependable city government, offers 
the kind of home business leaders seek." 


Cost Is Insurance 


An article in Wednesday's Herald said 


the Palatine Township board of auditors 
approved spending $90,000 for new insur- 
ance on the town hall after the new addi- 
tion is complete. It should have read 
"buying $90,000 worth of new insurance." 


EARLEY: I do not believe my personal 


feelings on open housing legislation are 
the important factor. I do believe this is 
an issue for all the people.

might make would be with the advice and 
consent of the majority of the people in 
my ward.

velopments will broaden the tax base in 
proportion to the expenses of demanded 
services. In comparison to the assessed 
valuation, there should be few additional 
demands upon our park district, library, 
schools and city services. Most planned 
developments retain their streets as pri- 
vate streets while the city still collects the 
gas tax, vehicle fees and property taxes. 


EARLEY: If the etected and appointed 


officials did allow the city to become en- 
tirely dependent upon building fees, it's 
time we clean house. I am not a philoso- 
pher and I would only be guessing if I 
made some silly recommendations on how 
to balance a budget three to five years in 
the future. When the time comes, I would 
h a v e to weigh all interdepartment 
requests against the estimated tax reve- 
nue. At that time and that time only, 
could I make a logical recommendation. 


—What can the city do to improve the 


climate for commerce and industry? 


Watson; 
Industry basically requires 


transportation, utilities and an adequate 
labor force. Our location satisfies 
the 


first; the city can supply the water and 
the utility companies the gas and elec- 
tricity; the third is now under the city con- 
trol. Commerce requires easy availablility 
to an adequate supply of customers. Again 
our location and highways appear to satis- 
fy the need of the present commercial 
businesses. 


EARLEY: In this area our plan com- 


mission has done an excellent job. We 
have an excellent relationship between the 
city and industry. If anything, the city has 
bent over backwards to make this condi- 
tion exist. The one area which requires 
improvement is our traffic conditions 
around these plants. Therefore, I will end- 
orse and vote for a comprehensive traffic 
survey to help eliminate this condition. 


WARD 2 


Alderman Thomas J. Waldron, Jr., is 


being challenged by former Mayor Wil- 
liam J. Miseska, Waldron has served on 
the city council for 10 years. He is running 
as an independent while Miseska is run- 
ning with the endorsement of the Palatine 
Township Republican Organization. 


Waldron refused to answer any of the 


Herald questions. 


—What should the city's policy toward 


future apartment development be? 
MISESKA: My answer is no more 


apartments, period. Since the city has per- 
mitted more apartments than homes, the 
situation is out of balance. No more apart- 
ments should be permitted. My reason is 
more important than any argument about 
revenue versus expense. Non-owner resi- 
dents don't have the same interest in the 
city that homeowners have. The whole 
character of our town is being changed by 
all the apartment zoning. I'm against this 
change, including further zoning for the 
race track until they reveal their whvle 
plan for the track. They disconnected 
from Rolling Meadows after they were in 
our city before, I don't see why we should 
just give them everything without knowing 
the full extent of their master plan. 


—What are your feelings on open 


housing legislation? Would you vote for 
an ordinance? If your answer depends 
on the kind of ordinance, please explain 
what kind you would vote for. 
MISESKA: I don't believe in a hodge- 


podge civil rights legislation that's differ- 
ent from town to town and village to vil- 
lage. The powers of cities and villages in 
this field are severely limited anyway. 
They can only rely on licensing of bro- 
kers. I think that is a matter that should 
be resolved by the state legislature for the 
whole state. Rolling Meadows has had, 
and now has, black and other minority 
group families in residence. It has caused 
no stir up to now, and I don't see why it 
should in the future. There is no point in 
legislating here against an imaginary 
problem as far as this city is concerned; 
that is unless there is interest in stirring 
up the problem, which has been quietly 
and successfully handled by the private 
parties so far, 


—Building in Rolling Meadows will 


eventually taper off and building fees 
will decrease. In what ways can the city 
maintain a solid economic picture? 
MISESKA: I would first encourage de- 


velopment of all existing commercial land 
now in the city to attempt to maintain a 
higher sales tax income. The possible lack 
of future income will cause each city offi- 
cial to look at two considerations — tax 
increases or service decreases. I would 
support a tax referendum whereupon the 
people would have the final voice and the 
politician would have the responsibility of 
convincing the public of the necessity to 
raise taxes. I would oppose a utility tax as 
this would only add to the long list of tax 
subclassifications. 


—What can the city do to improve the 


climate for commerce and industry? 
MISESKA: As the former mayor, I have 


had the opportunity of becoming directly 
involved 
with negotiations with com- 


mercial and industrial developers. The 
number one problem now is to improve 
the traffic situation in and around Rolling 
Meadows. Road improvements are neces- 
sary so that employes and suppliers can 
get to and from the plants and stores 
more easily. You cannot expect business 
and industry to locate in Rolling Meadows 
with the hazardous traffic conditions that 
exist today. I would work with state and 
county officials to resolve these problems. 


WARDS 


Aid. Rudolf Balek is being challenged by 


Frederick Jacobson. Balek, a 13-year resi- 
dent of the city, has been alderman for six 
years. Jacobson has lived in Rolling 
Meadows for almost five years. 


—What should the city's policy toward 


future apartment development be? 
BALEK: I feel we now have a balance 


of single-family homes and multi-family 
dwellings. With this balance, I believe our 
industrial and commercial complexes will 
flourish because housing and manpower is 
now available to them in quantities they 
need to function. 


JACOBSON: I feel that the city's policy 


toward 
future 
apartment 
development 


should be one of extreme caution. Pre- 
sently there are more apartments built or 
under 
construction 
than 
single-family 


dwellings. I as an alderman would not 
vote for any more apartments, unless the 
owners of future luid annexations who 
want to build apartments could prove that 
more apartments would benefit Rolling 
Meadows. I believe it is now time to close 
Pandora's Box and stop giving a carte- 
blanche to everyone who petitions the city 
to build apartments. 


—What are your feelings on open 


housing legislation? Would you vote for 
an ordinance? If your answer depends 
on the kind of ordinance, please explain 
what kind you would vote for. 
BALEK: I will honestly study all legis- 


lation to come before me as alderman in 
the area of open housing. After such 
study, I will vote on the issues as dictated 
by my studies. 


JACOBSON: I believe it is inevitable 


that Rolling Meadows will become an in- 
tegrated citv in the future and we must be 
prepared for it. I would vote for an open 
housing ordinance if it were comprehen- 
sive, fair and equitable. I believe that 
any open housing ordinance must protect 
the seller as well as the buyer. 


—Buidling in Rolling Meadows will 


eventually taper off and building fees 
will decrease. In what ways can the city 
maintain a solid economic picture? 
BALEK: I see no tapering off of build- 


ing permit fees for several years to come. 
However, when this does occur, I feel the 
increased valuation that was gained will 
bring in revenues to keep our economy 
sound. There is also the area of a room 
tax that could be levied on our motel com- 
plexes if needed. 


JACOBSON: I believe the city must 


maintain a solid economic picture and this 
can be accomplished by re-evaluating our 
present fund-raising methods. It ^Ould be 
essential to have a balanced budget. Some 
of the fund-raising methods that would 
have to be re-evaluated would be com- 
mercial and industrial license fees liquor 
license fees, hotel and motel license fees 
and real estate tax assessment. Other 
methods the city would have to consider 
would be a promotional program to "buy" 
in Rolling Meadows and consideration of 
parking meters in the shopping centers. I 
believe there is no real answer to this 
question until all avenues and methods of 
revenue-raising are explored and eval- 
uated.

BALEK: In view of the location near 


the expressway, cloverleaf and other good 
roads, a good supply of water, a fine sani- 
tary sewer system, a fine fire department 
and an excellent police department, I feel 
the area has a very good reputation of 
having the things that are essential for 
industry and commerce.

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Multi-Age Learning Plan Set 


by JOAN KLUSSMAN 


Children from different grades will 


learn together in me Olive School class- 
room this September. 


The pilot project for thirty b, 7 and 


8-year-olds is designed to help the teacher 
give special attention to each child and to 
let the kids help and learn from one an- 
other. 


Mrs. Mary Stitt, Olive principal, is en- 


thusiastic about the opportunity. "We hope 
to help the child help himself. Hopefully, 
learning will be a lot more relevant." 


Mrs Stitt and members of the Olive 


teaching staff are visiting other school dis- 
tricts which have mixed classrooms and 
conferring with experts in the field. Bulk 
of the expenses are covered by a $1,500 
grant from the Instructional Resources 
Center in Arlington Heights. 


THE NATIONAL EDUCATION Associ- 


ation (NBA) describes a multi-age group- 
ing as a classroom where "day by day, 
each year, individuals work at their own 
pace on their own interests and no one has 
to wait a year to learn what he is anxious 
to know now." 


This is the atmosphere which Mrs. Stitt 


hopes to create for the fall session. A ten- 
tative layout of the room shows areas for 
science, math, drama and social studies 
separated from each other by screens. 
There will also be a "listening center" 
and a place for filmstrip viewing. 


Children will be encouraged to in- 


vestigate and explore areas in which their 
current interest is high. 


Dr. Bernice J. Wolfson of the University 


of Chicago says in "The Elementary 
School Journal" that multi-age grouping 
encourages teachers to see children as in- 
dividuals, and move away from the idea 
of a predetermined curriculum. 


"A CHILD CAN WORK by himself or 


with a friend; he can use a variety of 
aids; he can select the books he wants to 
read, and decide how long to work on a 
particular project. A teacher does not 
have to spend her time providing busy- 
work to keep the class occupied." 


The NEA points out that by-products of 


interaction between younger and older 
children are greater helpfulness, coopera- 
tion and exchange of information 


Gung-ho for this concept, the Olive staff 


is already encouraging pupils to work to- 
gether. Mrs. Ridgely Jackson, kindergar- 
ten teacher, sees this give and take as 
"breaking down the generation gap." 


"When third graders work with younger 


children, they find they are quite capable 
and don't call them babies any more." In 
a recent recess race a fleet-footed kinder- 
garten girl outran fifth-grade boys and 
won new respect 


BOTH PRINCIPAL AND teacher agree 


that mixing ages can help the kids retain 
knowledge. "Repetition is not dull when 
an older child is teaching a younger one. 
If a student has a purpose for repeating, 
he is not bored," Mrs. Jackson says. "His 


self-image is also helped as he helps oth- 
ers." 


The educators say the inter-age group- 


ing will also help kids retain what they 
learn. "Research shows that if you really 
want to do, you learn it, and retain it." 


The Dist. 25 school will send information 


on the program to parents soon. The 10 
children from first, second and third 
grades who will take part in the program 
will be selected without regard for ability 
or achievement levels. Mrs. Stitt will ask 
parents interested in the concept to "vol- 
unteer" their children for the first session. 


THE FIRST AND second graders will 


continue in the classroom through their 
third year. Teachers will prepare a hand- 
book for parents, and intend to keep them 


informed on progress of the pilot project 
An Olive kindergarten teacher for the past 
several years, Mrs. Marcia Ousset, was 
named to supervise the new class. 


Music and physical education instruc- 


tors are now attending multi-age classes 
in other schools to observe methods of 
teaching these subjects to a mixed group. 


Consultant for the Olive project, Dr. 


Bernard Spodek of the University of Illi- 
nois, will tour the school and speak to 
staff members today. 


Mrs. Stitt, formerly a teacher and sci- 


ence consultant, looks forward to the pro- 
gram. "Children must have a chance to 
do things on their own. The new format 
should give them more opportunity to do 
so," she says.

jor developments proposed in the district. 


HE HAD PRAISE for the commercial 


and industrial development in Schaum- 
burg Township, particularly in the Village 
of Schaumburg, and said the tax base the 
industrial development is creating will 
eventually solve the district's financial 
problems. 


"But our financial picture is not really 


as bleak as some people say. We have not 
had to go on double sessions, we have no 
mobile classrooms and we do have good 
programs " 


He said some belt-tightening might be 


necessary, but any programs or activities 
eliminated would be those with only minor 
participation. 


Humphrey said the district has accepted 


nearly all the federal funds

Cooperation with park districts and oth- 


er community organisations should in- 
clude possible lowering of rental costs for 
the schools and facilities. "The Conant 
boosters are charged $100 to rent the gym. 
This seems high. As a school board mem- 
ber, I would look into the fees."

214 after reviewing budg- 
et projections that show the high school 
district will be operating "in the red" in 
1970-71 if it doesn't get more money. 


However, 
since then Gov. Richard 


Ogilvie has recommended that state aid 
for the common schools be increased to 
$500 and adjustments be made in the per- 
pupil enrollment figures that will benefit 
high school districts. 


The increases will bring the high school 


district between $2.5 and $2.9 million — a 
sizeable windfall for a high school district 
that has a $16 million budget. 


If the state aid increase comes through, 


business manager Robert Weber says 
Dist. 214 probably won't have to tap any 
of that extra tax levy authority in 1970. 


But the key word here is "if," as We- 


ber ayways hastens to add. 


In making a case for the tax increases, 


chief referendum salesman Jack Martin 
always points out that since the last tax 
ceiling increase was authorized five years 
ago, the high school district has seen: 


—Enrollment go from 8,276 to 14,750. 
—The cost per student go from $737 to 


$1,198. 


—The number of teachers employed by 


the district increase from 451 to 796. 


BUILDING maintenance expenditures go 


from $1,178,000 to $2,240,000. 


—And assessed 
valuation per 
pupil 


dropped from $55,780 to $48,136. 


Ten of 11 neighboring suburban high 


school districts will levy higher taxes this 
year than Dist. 214.

Code Seeks 
Hydrants^ 
Good Roads 


New construction in Rolling Meadows 


will not be allowed to advace above the 
foundation level until requirements added 
to the fire code Tuesday by the city coun- 
cil are met. 


In the aftermath of three recent major 


fires, city officials readily approved two 
new amendments to the fire prevention 
code. 


Builders will be required to provide 


passable roads with a capacity to support 
fire equipment and a sufficient number of 
fire hydrants in operating order before 
construction goes above the foundation 
level, according to the new amendments. 


JUST A DAY AFTER the most recent 


major fire in Rolling Meadows at King's 
Walks Apartments, Mayor Roland Meyer 
asked the ordinances and judiciary com- 
mittee to review building requirements 
and have amendments ready for the April 
8 meeting. 


"It was the committee's opinion the new 


requirements belong in the fire code in- 
stead of the building code," said Alder- 
man 
Tom Waldron, chairman 
of the 


group 


Although hydrants at King's Walk and 


at Three Fountains, where there was a 
$700,0)0 fire in February, were in working 
order city officials decided it should be 
spelled out in the code that hydrants must 
be tested and found in working order be- 
fore construction reaches above the foun- 
datior. level. 


THE AMENDMENT concerning pass- 


able roads was prompted by problems en- 
countered during the King's Walk fire 
when fire trucks could not reach the 
southern parts of the apartment complex 
because of an inaccessible road. 


The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whether in earnest or in fun, is 
the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls," but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated. 
The tools once useful in the daLy business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They wou'd rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 
Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique liunters don't 


know what they're doiugT"" one old-time 
scrounger 
complained. 
"They 
bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers. 


ANTIQUE FURNITURE is chancey 


stuff, and novices are advised to deal with 
a reputable dealer who has been at the 


same location for some time. Even then, 
it is sometimes better to take your hand 
off your check book and think about it for 
a few days. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it. 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some, dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner. 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S. Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these. 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's. There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1,- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those."

—What should the city's policy toward

However, when apartments are tied in 
with commercial and/or industrial devel- 
opments, it is my belief we should keep an 
open mind on them. Compromises can be 
worked out between both the city and de- 
veloper so that some apartments may be 
accepted as a'package development when 
such development would be beneficial to 
the city. I know of three apartment com- 
plexes which requested annexation to Roll- 
ing Meadows. They were turned down. 
The apartments have been or are being 
developed and we now have no control 
over them or revenue from them. 
EARLEY: Our present ratio based upon 
approved units is approximately SO per 
cent apartment unit and 50 per cent 
single-family dwellings. According to na- 
tional planners, based upon our commu- 
nity size and commercial and industrial 
property available, our ratio should be a 
maximum of 25 per cent apartment units. 
Some of our city officials have said, "It is 
better if we have them so we can control 
them." That is a bunch of bunk. Why does 
the city of Rolling Meadows have to be a 
patsy for every builder? Therefore, I can- 
not and will not support any additional 
apartments. 


—What are your feelings on open 


housing legislation? Would you vote for 
an ordinance? If your answer depends 
on the kind of ordinance, please explain 
what kind you would vote for. 
Watson; To my knowledge, open housing 


is not an issue in this campaign. There 
are at present members of minority 
groups living within our city.

Cost Is Insurance 


An article in Wednesday's Herald said 


the Palatine Township board of auditors 
approved spending $90,000 for new insur- 
ance on the town hall after the new addi- 
tion is complete. It should have read 
"buying $90,000 worth of new insurance." 


EARLEY: I do not believe my personal 


feelings on open housing legislation are 
the important factor. I do believe this is 
an issue for all the people. Any con- 
clusions or recommendations 
which I 


might make would be with the advice and 
consent of the majority of the people in 
my ward. 


—Building in Rolling Meadows will

velopments will broaden the lax base in 
proportion to the expenses of demanded 
services. In comparison to the assessed 
valuation, there should be few additional 
demands upon our park district, library, 
schools and city services. Most planned 
developments retain their streets as pri- 
vate streets while the city still collects tho 
gas tax, vehicle fees and property taxes. 


EARLEY: If the elected and appointed 


officials did allow the city to become en- 
tirely dependent upon building fees, it's 
time we clean house. I am not a philoso- 
pher and I would only be guessing if I 
made some silly recommendations on how 
to balance a budget three to five years in 
the future. When the time comes, I would 
h a v e to weigh 
all interdepartment 


requests against the estimated tax reve- 
nue. At that time and that time only, 
could I make a logical recommendation. 


—What can the city do to Improve the 


climate for commerce and industry? 


Watson; 
Industry basically 
requires 


transportation, utilities and an adequate 
labor force. Our location satisfies 
the 


first; the city can supply the water and 
the utility companies the gas and elec- 
tricity; the third is now under the city con- 
trol. Commerce requires easy availablility 
to an adequate supply of customers. Again 
our location and highways appear to satis- 
fy the need of the present commercial 
businesses. 


EARLEY: In this area our plan com- 


mission has done an excellent job. We 
have an excellent relationship between the 
city and industry. If anything, the city has 
bent over backwards to make this condi- 
tion exist. The one area which requires 
improvement 
is our traffic 
conditions 


around these plants. Therefore, I will end- 
orse and vote for a comprehensive traffic 
survey to help eliminate this condition. 


WARD 2 


Alderman Thomas J. Waldron, Jr., is 


being challenged by former Mayor Wil- 
liam J. Miseska, Waldron has served on 
the city council for 10 years. He is running 
as an independent while Miseska is run- 
ning with the endorsement of the Palatine 
Township Republican Organization. 


Waldron refused to answer any of the 


Herald questions. 


—What should the city's policy toward 


future apartment development be? 
MISESKA: My answer is no more 


apartments, period. Since the city has per- 
mitted more apartments than homes, the 
situation is out of balance. No more apart- 
ments should be permitted. My reason is 
more important than any argument about 
revenue versus expense. Non-owner resi- 
dents don't have the same interest in the 
city that homeowners have. The whole 
character of our town is being changed by 
all the apartment zoning. I'm against this 
change, including further zoning for the 
race track until they reveal their whole 
plan for the track. They disconnected 
from Rolling Meadows after they were in 
our city before, I don't see why we should 
just give them everything without knowing 
the full extent of their master plan. 


—What are your feelings on open 


housing legislation? Would you vote for 
an ordinance? If your answer depends 
on the kind of ordinance, please explain 
what kind you would vote for. 
MISESKA: I don't believe in a hodge- 


podge civil rights legislation that's differ- 
ent from town to town and village to vil- 
lage. The powers of cities and villages in 
this field are severely limited anyway. 
They can only rely on licensing of bro- 
kers. I think that is a matter that should 
be resolved by the state legislature for the 
whole state. Rolling Meadows has had, 
and now has, black and other minority 
group families in residence. It has caused 
no stir up to now, and I don't see why it 
should in the future. There is no point in 
legislating here against an imaginary 
problem as far as this city is concerned; 
that is unless there is interest in stirring 
up the problem, which has been quietly 
and successfully handled by the private 
parties so far. 


—Building in Rolling Meadows will 


eventually taper off and building fees 
will decrease. In what ways can the city 
maintain a solid economic picture? 
MISESKA: I would first encourage de- 


velopment of all existing commercial land 
now in the city to attempt to maintain a 
higher sales tax income. The possible lack 
of future income will cause each city offi- 
cial to look at two considerations — tax 
increases or service decreases. I would 
support a tax referendum whereupon the 
people would have the final voice and the 
politician would have the responsibility of 
convincing the public of the necessity to 
raise tuxes. I would oppose a utility tnx as 
this would only add to the long list of tax 
subclasslfications

BALEK: I feel we now have a balance 


of single-family homes and multi-family 
dwellings. Wkh this balance, I believe our 
industrial and commercial complexes will 
flourish because housing and manpower is 
now available to them in quantities they 
need to function. 


JACOBSON: I feel that the city's policy 


toward 
future 
apartment 
development 


should be one of extreme caution. Pre- 
sently there are more apartments built or 
under 
construction 
than 
single-family 


dwellings. I as an alderman would not 
vote for any more' apartments, unless the 
owners of future land annexations who 
want to build apartments could prove that 
more apartments would benefit Rolling 
Meadows. I believe it is now time to close 
Pandora's Box and stop giving a carte- 
blanche to everyone who petitions the city 
to build apartments. 


—What are your feelings on open 


housing legislation? Would you vote for 
an ordinance? If your answer depends 
on the kind of ordinance, please explain 
what kind you would vote for. 
BALEK: I will honestly study all legis- 


lation to come before me as alderman in 
the area of open housing. After such 
study, I will vote on the issues as dictated 
by my studies. 


JACOBSON: I believe it is inevitable 


that Rolling Meadows will become an in- 
tegrated city in the future and we must be 
prepared for it. I would vote for an open 
housing ordinance if it were comprehen- 
sive, fair and equitable. I believe that 
any open housing ordinance must protect 
the seller as well as the buyer. 


—Buidling in Rolling Meadows will 


eventually taper off and building fees 
will decrease. In what ways can the city 
maintain a solid economic picture? 
BALEK: I see no tapering off of build- 


ing permit fees for several years to come. 
However, when this does occur, I feel the 
increased valuation that was gained will 
bring in revenues to keep our economy 
sound. There is also the area of a room 
tax that could be levied on our motel com- 
plexes if needed. 


JACOBSON: I believe the city must 


maintain a solid economic picture and this 
can be accomplished by re-evaluating our 
present fund-raising methods. It would be 
essent.al to have a balanced budget. Some 
of the fund-raising methods that would 
have to be re-evaluated would be com- 
mercial and industrial license fees liquor 
license fees, hotel and motel license fees 
and real estate tax assessment. Other 
methods the city would have to consider 
would be a promotional program to "buy" 
in Rolling Meadows and consideration of 
parking meters in the shopping centers. I 
believe there is no real answer to this 
question until all avenues and methods of 
revenue-raising are explored and eval- 
uated..

PROHIBITED under 


the policy — still to be adopted — are 
unauthorized occupancy of college build- 
ings, interference with the rights of stu- 
dnts. college officials or their guests, in- 
terference with traffic and all demonstra- 
tions or distribution of leaflets by persons 
not connected with the college. 


The college board statement has this ra- 


tional: "The college . .. respects the right 
of each member of the academic commu- 
nity to be free from cohersion and harass- 


ment. It recognizes that academic free- 
dom is no less dependent on ordered liber- 
ty than any other freedom, and it under- 
stands that the harassment of others is 
especially reprehensive in a community of 
scholars." 


The board also discussed a policy regu- 


lating appearance on campus of guest 
speakers. It said limitations on speakers 
are warranted only if their appearance 
represents a "real threat" to campus or- 
der.

A growing horde of 
shoppers seek antiques such as this 
and find them in the oddest places. 
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The growing trend toward eclectic fur- 


nishings and the use of "accent pieces" by 
decorators have given impetus to a new 
family sport in the suburbs. "Antique" 
hunting, whether in earnest or in fun, is 
the name of the game. 


IT USED TO BE just a nice afternoon 


out with "the girls," but now mama takes 
papa along. The entire family piles into 
the station wagon and off they go to the 
auction or to spend the afternoon prowling 
through musty re-sale shops from Indiana 
to Wisconsin. 


Antique buffs may spend their week 


combing the newspapers for likely looking 
sales and auctions for weekend shopping. 


As the city encroaches on the country, 


little pockets of rural life are eliminated 
The tools once useful in the daily business 
of making a home and farm tick are 
spread out on the lawn and examined by 
all comers to see if there is any "good 
stuff." 


Farm auctions, complete with profes- 


sional auctioneer, are often rejected by 
the amateurs as sad places, crowded with 
grasping dealers. They would rather at- 
tend the more impersonal auctions held in 
Wheeling, where several lots of furnish- 
ings may be sold. 


But even the large auctions are becom- 


ing too crowded as more and more people 
become interested and prices are driven 
up accordingly. 


"THE SUNDAY antique hunters don't 


know what they're doing"7rone old-time 
scrounger 
complained. 
"They bid on 


something because they like it and not be- 
cause it really is anything. The price has 
no relationship to the true value of the 
item." 


"Authenticity" is a sometime word in 


antiques. One man's antique is another 
man's old furniture. 


A man, about 50, poking through the Ex- 


change in Long Grove was heard to re- 
mark to his wife, "They are taking stuff 
that was in use in the country 20 or 30 
years ago and calling it 'antiques.' I'm 
insulted." 


The field of antiques is so vast and var- 


ied it is impossible for most fans to devel- 
op working knowledge in more than one 
phase of it. 


There is a brisk market and an exten- 


sive history in glass bottles, for instance. 
Other collectors seek out one particular 
pattern in china or silver. Or they special- 
ize in one type of manufacturing process, 
such as "flow blue" china, which started 
as a mistake on the part of English china- 
makers. 


ANTIQUE FURNITURE is 
chancey 


stuff, and novices are advised to deal with 
a reputable dealer who has been at the 


same location for some time. Even then, 
it is sometimes bet»ir to take your hand 
off your check book and think about it for 
a few days. 


True antiques can generally be authenti- 


cated eventually, but the furniture in this 
class is expensive by any standard. Many 
people who enjoy looking don't do much 
buying. They select one item in a range 
known as "collectibles" and use it as an 
excuse for browsing. 


These things can loosely be classified as 


"conversation pieces" and their value is 
determined by a meeting ground some- 
where between the price set by the dealer 
and the price you are willing to pay for it 


In bargaining for collectibles, it is best 


to keep in mind that some dealers really 
don't want to sell their things. Their shop 
is just an excuse for their own acquisitive- 
ness. 


A shop that makes an effort to deter- 


mine the history of items it offers is the 
Mount Prospect Hardware store. It has a 
small collection of antiques and many of 
these have tags relating to their origins. 


"I LIKE TO FIND out as much as I can 


about a piece," said the owner 


Prices on the items reflect his knowl- 


edge of its beginnings and the fact that 
the same item is being offered "in town." 


Collectors often like to take their chan- 


ces by picking through shops that have a 
varied collection, well-salted with some 
blue-ribbon items. 


The Barrel 0' Bygones, at 203 S Mil- 


waukee Ave. in Wheeling is one of these 
Old table legs, currently a hot item, stand 
side-by-side with a cylinder top desk, the 
fore-runner of the roll-top desk. Dishes 
that can only be called "used" rub elbows 
with a charming hall-tree. 


Further down the same road is the Mo- 


rocco Furniture Resale barn where shop- 
pers can find almost any kind of used fur- 
niture. Good-looking modern pieces are 
mixed with Victorian and stuff from the 
20's and 30's There is not much pretense 
that these are antiques in the true sense. 


BUT IT'S INTERESTING to look and to 


wonder what kind of home "that" could 
have come from originally. One of the 
most expensive items in the barn is a $1.- 
200 desk at least six feet high. Made of 
walnut, it came from the John Deere es- 
tate, There are enough nooks and crannies, 
both above and below desk level, to satis- 
fy any keeper of the keys. And it could 
double as a children's play house on rainy 
days. 


That's the story on antiques today. 


Mostly, they have "nice prices." But 
whether you go to look or to buy, it's fun 
to remember when everybody's parlor had 
"one of those."

take a look at the upcoming schoolboy 
track season in Illinois, that our fraternity 
of sportswntcrs obviously is becoming a 
little blase about these outstanding marks 
for the simple reason that nothing is too 
shocking anymore 


There was a time when a ff-9 effort in 


the high jump at this early aUge of the 
season would have been worthy of na- 
tionwide attention. But what's B-9 for a 
voungsler these days? Some are going 
ovrr seven feet. 
Better equipment, improved techniques, 


and much more intensive training meth- 
ods have helped breach the so-callei "im- 
possi.ile ' barriers in track jrid field, and 
the continuing assault really is just begin- 
ning 


Nowhere perhaps, has the assault on 


the record l*x>k lieen more marked than 
by prep athletes There can be no question 
that the coaching has improved tremen- 
dously that coaches have learned much — 
through movies, international competition, 
etc — about the events they coach 


Recent Illinois state meets have clearly 


illustrated th.it feet arc flying over the 
tracks faster, that the weights are being 
flipped farther and high school stars are 
jumping better than ever before 


The distance moved In the past 19 


years hv the preps la almost unbeliev- 
able-. Every standard qualifying time set 
by the Illinois High School Association 
has hern lowered since 1W8. some 
drastjealK. and most of the big changes 


Tom 


Swan 


have come in the middle and long dis- 
tances. 
The state qualifying time1 for the mile 


relay in 1958 was 3:35. For the districts 
this May you have to run 3:29, a drop of 
six seconds. 


Just as dramatic as the drop in the re- 


lay is the mile. Ten years ago, it was 4:40, 
now that standard is 4:30 and '.hat will 
undoubtedly dip a little lower after the 
1969 finals. 


The 880 yard run has also gone through 


some face-lifting as well. The barrier has 
been shaved from 2:30 to 1:59. 


The field events have also been on an 


upward swing with the shot put going 
from 49 to S3 feet, the discus from 140 to 
150. (he long jump from 21-0 to 21-9, the 
pole vault with the help of the fiberglass 
pole from 11-8 to 12-8, and the high Jump 
from 5-8 to 6-1. 
Naturally, the dashes 
haven't been 


chopped with such dramatic changes but 
you can still see two-tenths of a second 
taken off the 100. Surprisingly, only one- 
tenth of a second is the difference in the 
half-mile relay.

season and the crews will be working 
overtime in the remaining days to assure 
the best opening nights in track history.

Kvcnts lending to the founding of the 85- 


yeiir old diversified real estate firm of 
Quinlan and Tyson, Inc., 1884 were re- 
called this week by Frank B. Foster, pres- 
ident, and Archibald G. Jennings, chair 
m:m and chief executive officer, as they 
dedicated the newly renovated main con- 
ference room in the firm's Evanston head- 
quarters office at 1571 Sherman Avenue to 
the memory of Charles S. Quinlan, who 
founded the firm with two associates as a 
partnership in the year 1884. and served 
as its first President from the time of in- 
corporation in 1924 until his death in 1927. 


• The expansion and changes which have 


taken place in our company, especially in 
recent years during which we have grown 
to ;m annual real estate sales volume of 
over $12 million and n total staff of 135, 
have created great interest in Quinlan and 
Tyson's origins and past 
history 
both 


among our own people and among our 
many clients and customers," Foster said. 
Mr Quintan not only founded our firm but 
also was a prominent member of a real- 
estatp minded family who were active in 


the early development of Chicago, Evans- 
ton, 
and Lake Forest, according to 


records which go back to the 1850's." 


Flanking a portrait of Quinlan in the 


conference room are four pictures: Howell 
N. Tyson, who joined the firm in 1888 and 
served as president from 1927 to 1942 and 
chairman from 1942 to 1945; Clyde D. Fos- 
ter, father of the firm's present president, 
who joined Quinlan and Tyson in 1907, 
served as president from 1942 to 1948 and 
chairman from 1948 to 1964; Archibald G.

Good Old School Days in England 


by M \RY ELLEN POURCHOT 


(This is thr fourth of a series.) 


A confusing first day at a British school 


led our 13-year-old to tell his third Form 
teacher tlt.U his schedule was all fouled 
up 


The perplexed teacher said, "Now say it 


in English." 


A mixed-tip "timetable" was only one 


problem connected with a foreign school. 
The British language was another. 


We arrived in London in early October 


to find the state-supported schools over- 
c r o w (I e c l . The neighborhood primary 
school 
admitted 
our 
9-year-old 
even 


though he would bring his class total to 36. 
One secondary school was too crowded to 
accept ou. eighth grader. He eventually 
attended a comprehensive school of 1,400 
students. 


THE ENGLISH SCHOOL system defies 


simple categorizing. The public-supported 
schools include the primary (for ages 7 to 
in and secondary (from 11 plus to 15, 
when pupils may leave school, and on- 
ward to 18 years). Four kinds of secon- 
dary schools have been established to 
meet varied levels of abilities and voca- 
t i o n a I interests. The 
comprehensive 


school, one of these, is a newer devel- 
opment most similar to American high 
schools. 


In addition are several types of tuition 


schools, for which charges of $750 per 
year or more might be made. These 
schools often have waiting lists. Many 
parents believe that 
they 
offer 
better 


preparation to pupils headed for univer- 
sities. Quite often the sexes are separated 
in the privately-supported schools. State 
schools are usually coeducational. 


MOST ENGLISH SCHOOLS require the 


wearing of a uniform, consisting of blazer, 
shirt, tie, sweater, slacks or skirt, all in 
designated school colors. This requirement 
was eased for our boys, since their stay 
was temporary. Younger boys wore shorts 
and knee socks even through the colder 
months. 


In December, school children left home 


in the dark. Like many of his new friends, 
the older boy rode a double-decker bus 
(for three cents) and carried a book bag. 
His classes met two or three times a 
week, so he studied a variety of subjects 
including both French and German. All 
schools require religious knowledge in- 
struction, unless parents request absten- 
tion. In the primary schools this often 
amounts to hymn singing and Bible read- 
ing.

RABBITS ARE timid and peaceful ani- 


mals with gentle dispositions. They make 
excellent pets as no matter how provoked 
they rarely bite. 


Our exposure to the rabbit's individ-

Charlie was black and white and equaled 
our striped tabby in weight. He came with 
his own hutch, meal bowls and leash. 


"Walk him once in a while." his owner 


said. "He likes the yard."

After my 
struggle to get him into it he sat placidly 
munching grass. 


I DIDN'T WALK that rabbit; he walked 


me. 
Bounding 
in spurts in non-pre- 


disclosed directions, he zigzagged across 
ours and neighboring lawns. Because of 
their delicate chests, rabbits cannot be 
tugged as one does a dog. One must just 
keep up with them and be able to stop 
instantly. Our walk must have appeared 
as an erratic race with an invisible turtle. 


Domestic rabbits are playful animals,

And they 
can be housebroken to a litter box. 


Although as quiet as goldfish most of 


the time, rabbits have a way of showing 
their displeasure.

STUBBY PELLETS ARE the staple of a

ing. However, our youngest needed "foot- 
ball boots" to play on the "pitch," (a soc- 
cer field). Gym shorts and rubber-soled 
slip-ons called "plimsolls" also were re- 
quired. 


Are pupils any different in English 


schools? Our boys felt that their class- 
mates showed less interest in learning and 
"goofed off" more. Older students usual- 
ly addressed the teacher as "Sir" and 
stood when he entered the classroom. In 
the lower grades, "house marks" were 
used to reward and punish behavior. 
"Bad" children were threatened with a 
trip to the headmaster's office. 


SCHOOL LUNCHES brought the biggest 


criticism. Our hamburger-nurtured Ameri- 
cans, could seldom identify the British 
foods they tasted. They must have had 
their share of steak and kidney pfe, liver, 
potatoes and gravy. Nevertheless, a nutri- 
tious hot meal with dessert seemed a bar- 
gain at 18 cents a day. 


Did they learn anything at the English 


schools? Boy-like, they say "no." The old- 
er boy felt that teachers overstressed cop- 
ying facts into notebooks (he had 11 — one 
for each class). Historically, stress has 
been placed upon passing exams. Al- 
though today many British educators are 
questioning the validity of the exam Sys- 
tem, its influence is still apparent. 


Actually, our boys admitted that they 


enjoyed school, and we could see that they 
had learned a great deal. However, we 
didn't measure their education at English 
schools so much by knowledge gained as 
by their gain in understanding friends 
very much like themselves . . . even 
though they spoke with a British accent. 


"I BEGAN BROWSING through the 


shop," she laughed, "and that was the be- 
ginning of a new enthusiasm."

Where Boys Can Be Boys and Learn

NEW YORK (UPI)-Tutorial types pull- 


ing for sexually segregated schooling get 
a boost from an all-male experiment fun- 
ded by Uncle Sam. 


Females—small, 
as 
in 
classmates; 


large, as in teachers—were excluded from 
the experimental kindergarten and first 
grade at Jackson Elementary School in 
Greeley, Colo., beginning two years ago. 


The U.S. Office of Education put up the 


money for good reasons. Many studies 
have shown that most children with poor 
school adjustment are boys. Some educa- 


tors have a hunch the boys get off on the 
wrong foot by starting school with girls. 


THE GIRLS TEND to settle down fas- 


ter. Teachers reward their good behavior. 
Little boys get inferior feelings and soon, 
many of them hate school. 


But boys exposed to the all-male classes 


taught by male teachers are different, ac- 
cording to a report in "Nation's Schools," 
a journal. 


Compared with a group of boys in coed 


classes, those in the all-male experiment 
had better attendance records, were more 
aggressive in attacking learning situ- 


ations, and were better able to enter dis- 
cussions. 


Plainly, they had lost cold feet about 


school. 


As Dorwin Borman, kindergarten teach- 


er, and Cecil Matthews, first grade teach- 
er, explains it, this magic was achieved 
by changing the traditional standard for 
classroom behavior: That children remain 
quiet and orderly at all times. 


THERE WAS AN atmosphere of infor- 


mality, action and some horseplay. Teach- 
ers occasionally would pick up their 
charges and toss them in the air. Instead 


of passing things, at other times they 
would throw them to the boys. 


Other marks of the all-male kindergar- 


ten and first grade: 


—In readiness for language arts, the 


boys were introduced to typewriters. 


—Practice at reading occurred in a 


teaching unit placed inside a homemade 
space ship. 


—Tape recorders supplemented instruc- 


tion in reading, social studies and science. 


—Practice in addition came by keeping 


track of scores in a miniature bowling 
game. 


Girls, by the way, do equally well in 


sexually segregated or coed classes!

The Potting Shed 


by MARY B. GOOD 


Ever notice how the weeds turn green 


before the grass does? Apply a light, slow- 
release type lawn fertilizer now, (happi- 
ness is food) giving the grass just enough 
nourishment to get it growing vigorously. 
Repeat at four to six week intervals for a 
show lawn. Weeds will find little foothold 
in a strong, thick turf. 


That lily you got for Easter will last 


longer if you pluck the powdery yellow 
anthers from the blossoms, give the plant 
a little water and light, a draft-free loca- 
tion and a moderately cool temperature. 
Prepare it for a permanent spot in the 
garden by drying it off gradually. In late 
May, snap off the dried stalk and plant 
the bulb six inches deep in the garden. 


WE ASKED THE University of Illinois 


Extension Service for a DDT substitute in 
iris borer control. This bit of pass-on in- 
formation may be of value to gardeners 
who may want to avoid the three-stage 
DDT treatment for a one-shot deal with 
DIMETHOATE. Dimeothoate, which may 
be found under the trade nam eof Cygon, 
is an organic phosphate, applied according 
to package directions when iris are in 
bloom. Be careful to avoid spraying the 
blooms themselves. 


The spring migration of ants, crickets, 


spiders, and heaven knows what else into 
suburban basements will soon be in full 
crawl. Get them before they move inside 
by spraying the outside foundation of your 
home and the soil two to four feet out with 
a two per cent chlordane solution. Stan's 
the man for individualized homeowner in- 
sect woes — bug expert Stanley Rachesky, 
the University of Illinois Extension Ser- 
vice entomologist, 10 N. LaSalle, Chicago, 
663-2620, is there specifically in a public 
service capacity. 


DECIDUOUS TREES (lenf-losers) may 


be pruned any-time, but it's simpler to 
visualize the effect of pruning on the 
shape of the tree if you wait for leaves to 
develop. Spring-flowering shrubs like the 
forsythia, 
lilac, magnolia 
should 
be 


pruned after blossomtime. 


Birch leaf minors become active with 


the unfolding leaves. Try one of the new 
systemics to prevent damage. 


Perennials (the plants 
that "come 


back" every year) can be set out about 
now. For the new gardening recruits a 
timely tip: any tim« you transplant ,do it 
on an overcast day to lessen evaporation 
and shock, two squeamish areas of trans- 
plant.

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Multi-Age Learning Plan Set 


by JOAN KLUSSMAN 


Children from different grades will 


learn together m one Olive School class- 
room this September. 


The pilot project for thirty 6, 7 and 


8-year-olds is designed to help the teacher 
give special attention to each child and to 
let the kids help and learn from one an- 
other. 


Mrs. Mary Stitt, Olive principal, is en- 


thusiastic about the opportunity. "We hope 
to help the child help himself. Hopefully, 
teaming will be a lot more relevant." 


Mrs Stitt and members of the Olive 


teaching staff are visiting other school dis- 
tricts which have mixed classrooms and 
conferring with experts in the field. Bulk 
of the expenses are covered by a $1,500 
grant from the Instructional Resources 
Center in Arlington Heights. 


THE NATIONAL EDUCATION Associ- 


ation (NBA) describes a multi-age group- 
ing as a classroom where "day by day, 
each year, individuals work at their own 
pace on their own interests and no one has 
to wait a year to learn what he is anxious 
to know now." 


This is the atmosphere which Mrs. Stitt 


hopes to create for the fall session. A ten- 
tative layout of the room shows areas for 
science, math, drama and social studies 
separated from each other by screens. 
There will also be a "listening center" 
and a place for filmstrip viewing. 


Children will be encouraged to in- 


vestigate and explore areas in which their 
current interest is high. 


Dr. Bernice J. Wolfson of the University 


of Chicago says in "The Elementary 
School Journal" that multi-age grouping 
encourages teachers to see children as in- 
dividuals, and move away from the idea 
of a predetermined curriculum. 


"A CHILD CAN WORK by himself or 


with a friend; he can use a variety of 
aids; he can select the books he wants to 
read, and decide how long to work on a 
particular project. A teacher does not 
have to spend her time providing busy- 
work to keep the class occupied." 


The NEA points out that by-products of 


interaction between younger and older 
children are greater helpfulness, coopera- 
tion and exchange of information 


Gung-ho for this concept, the Olive staff 


is already encouraging pupils to work to- 
gether. Mrs. Ridgely Jackson, kindergar- 
ten teacher, sees this give and take as 
"breaking down the generation gap " 


"When third graders work with younger 


children, they find they are quite capable 
and don't call them babies any more." In 
a recent recess race a fleet-footed kinder- 
garten girl outran fifth-grade boys and 
won new respect. 


BOTH PRINCIPAL AND teacher agree 


that mixing ages can help the kids retain 
knowledge "Repetition is not dull when 
an older child is teaching a younger one. 
If a student has a purpose for repeating, 
he is not bored," Mrs. Jackson says. "His 


self-image is also helped as he helps oth- 
ers." 


The educators say the inter-age group- 


ing will also help kids retain what they 
learn. "Research shows that if you reallv 
"want to do, you learn it, and retain it" 


The Dist. 25 school will send information 


on the program to parents soon. The 10 
children from first, second and third 
grades who will take part in the program 
will be selected without regard for ability 
or achievement levels. Mrs. Stitt will ask 
parents interested in the concept to "vol- 
unteer" their children for the first session. 


THE FIRST AND second graders will 


continue in the classroom through their 
third year. Teachers will prepare a hand- 
book for parents, and intend to keep them 


informed on progress of the pilot project. 
An Olive kindergarten teacher for the past 
several years, Mrs. Marcia Ousset, was 
named to supervise the new class. 


Music and physical education instruc- 


tors are now attending multi-age classes 
in other schools to observe methods of 
teaching these subjects to a mixed group 


Consultant for the Olive project, Dr. 


Bernard Spodek of the University of Illi- 
nois, will tour the school and speak to 
staff members today. 


Mrs Stitt, formerly a teacher and sci- 


ence consultant, looks forward to the pro- 
gram. "Children must have a chance to 
do things on their own. The new format 
should give them more opportunity to do 
so," she says.

Village Board Monday by Police Chief M 
O Horcher 


Pointing out that one out of every 


twelve complaints received by the village 
involves 
animals, Horcher asked 
the 


board for an animal control warden, a 
small truck for picking up the animals, 
and safety equipment for apprehending 
the animals 


Horcher explained that the objective of 


his program was "to humanely prevent 
dangers and threats to the health, welfare, 
and properties of the resident! . 
by 


stray, wild, and uncontrolled animals, par- 
ticularly dogs " 


THE CHIEF'S REPORT revealed that 


there were 617 animal cases handled by 


the police department in 1968. He sug- 
gested that an animal control warden 
should be male, animal-oriented, able to 
control large animals common to the 
area, and have a driver's license. 


Horcher's report asked that the warden 


be authorized to issue summons for ani- 
mal violations, but not to wear sidearms 
or make physical arrests. 


The report came after 
the 
village 


learned that Kay's Animal Shelter in Ar- 
lington Heights would no longer be able to 
care for Wheeling animals. 


The chief suggested that safety equip- 


ment for apprehending and maintaining 
custody of animals should include a tran- 
quihzer gun, throw and long-handle nets, 
and a pole with a slip noose.

Animals that have bitten someone 
are kept in a private animal hospital at 
the owner's expense or are surrendered to 
the Cook County Rabies Control Commis- 
sion. 


AT PRESENT, animals picked up by 


the Wheeling police are being kept at the 
North Suburban Animal Hospital on South 
Milwaukee Avenue, and picked up by the 
Anti-Cruelty Society after five days.
